en LORD GOD OF ISRAEL 
made provision for the Gospel to be proclaimed to Israel in 
the Isles that they might know their redemption had been 
accomplished.

Actually man’s very existence upon earth de- 
pends upon the munificence of God, not only 
for his food and clothing but for his shelter 
from the heat in summer and the cold in 
winter. 

Recognizing the dependence of man upon 
the bounties of God, Moses spoke of the bless- 
ings that would come upon Joseph and said: 
**Blessed of the Lord be his land, for the pre- 
cious things of heaven, for the dew, and for 
the deep that coucheth beneath, and for the 
precious fruits brought forth by the sun, and 
for the precious things put-forth by the moon, 
and for the chief things of the ancient moun- 
tains, and for the precious things of the lasting 
hills, and for the precious things of the earth 
and the fullness thereof.” 

What a marvelous heritage in material 
blessings for Joseph and his posterity! ‘This is 
the Lord’s abundant provision to enable His 
people to procure the needs of life with plenty 
to sustain them in their ventures and activities. 

These blessings, and more also, have be- 
come the heritage of the Anglo-Saxon peoples 
today but because of maladministration of 





the affairs of government and the failure to 


observe and keep the requirements of the 
Divine economy we are unable to fully con- 
vert the abundance of the yield of field and 
forest to the use of all. 

When Joshua was about to enter the Prom- 
ised Land where the people were to possess 
the good things of life, the Lord spoke to him 
saying: “‘Only be thou strong and very cou- 
rageous, that thou mayest observe to do ac- 
cording to all the law, which Moses my serv- 


ant commanded thee: turn not from it to the 
right hand or to the left, that thou mayest 
prosper whithersoever thou goest.

7-8.) 

In this instruction to Joshua is laid the 
foundation of true prosperity. The yield of 
forest, field and mine are only the physical 
assets in a successful and prosperous economy. 
They cannot, in themselves, produce pros- 
perity and good success which primarily re- 
sult from a spiritual and right relationship to 
god. Without that relationship it is impossible 
to secure the blessings of prosperity. 

There lay before Joshua and the Israel peo- 
ple a land which had been designated as one 
flowing with milk and honey which they were 
about to enter and possess. Yet with all those 
blessings of physical possessions their contin- 
ued prosperity depended—not upon the 
yield of forest and field—but upon their 
obedience to every precept of the Law of 
the Lord. God declared to Joshua that their 
prosperity depended upon their turning 
neither to the right hand nor to the left from 
those laws. 

This instruction to Joshua is germane to- 
day. Our President, Congress and all the peo- 
ple must awaken to this spiritual need if we 
are to prosper and we must, both in spirit and 
in deed, follow the instructions given Joshua 
if we will have success.

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OUR attention, as you read this

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EVIDENCE OF JUDGMENT 


Tue United States is frequently hailed as the richest 
nation in the world and yet, if an individual were in the 
same financial situation as a recently released report 
indicates the financial condition of our country to be 
today, he would be adjudged bankrupt and only able to 
pay his creditors fifty cents on a dollar. 

On December 25th the news was released that the 
public debt and contingent and other liabilities totaled 
$636,989,220,145.00 while the national wealth in 1938, 
if converted into cash, totaled $309,430,000,000. With 
the present depletion of goods, wares and merchandise, 
and shipments on lend-lease, the total has not increased 
beyond this figure for 1945. With our total indebtedness 
double our national wealth, a settlement of accounts at 
the present time would be on the basis of fifty cents on 
a dollar. 

Representative Reed of New York, commenting on the 
situation, stated: ““The solvency of the United States is a 
condition precedent to the peace and welfare of the world. 
And the ability of the American taxpayer is not without 
limi Rs 

The limit to tax levies which permit the maintenance of 
continued prosperity is rapidly being reached and we will 
one day recognize that there is no profit in debt. The very 
system that enables men to accumulate such indebtedness 
will destroy itself by the increase in debt. The 18th chapter 
of Revelation is a prophetic forecast of coming judgment 
upon this system of Babylonian enterprise and activity. 

When reading of our national indebtedness, of the 
bankrupt condition of the world, of the increase in poverty 
and distress, men become concerned about the ultimate 
results of it all. But there need be no uncertainty in the 
minds of those who know the divine plan, for God has 
decreed the system of Babylonian economy, responsible 
for misery, suffering, want and hardship, with its burden 
of debt which lays tribute upon men and all their works, 
shall pass away. 

The day of trouble is at hand and men are apprehensive 
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of impending judgment though unable to define the full 
significance of the forebodings which disturb their peace 
of mind. The greed for power has produced cold, hunger 
and destruction in Europe and Asia, for victory in Europe 
has not brought prosperity and contentment — the fruits 
of peace — and there is little hope of their coming soon. 
Months have passed since the end of the war on the con- 
tinent and there is no peace. World-wide conditions of 
unrest and civil strife bring to mind Isaiah’s prophecy: 


“But the wicked are like the troubled sea, when it cannot rest, 
whose waters cast up mire and dirt. There is no peace, saith my 
God to the wicked.”’ (Isaiah 57: 20-21.) 


The “wicked” are men and nations who refuse to 
recognize and keep the requirements of the laws of God. 
All nations are thus condemned. In our own national 
troubles and indebtedness, judgment is upon our nation 
for failure to recognize and follow the economic laws of 
God. Therefore, there is no domestic peace for us today. 

Nations are troubled with strife and by problems which 
will make a coming clash of arms inevitable. It will exceed 
in its deadliness any conflict of the past because men 
refuse to turn to the justice and equity of the divine law 
or to recognize the perfection of its judgment that _ may 
administer its righteousness. 


MOSCOW CONFERENCE 


IN A LONG bulletin the Foreign Ministers of the United 
States, Britain and Russia formally announced that the 
United Nations Security Council would see to it that 
atomic energy is used for peaceful purposes only. They also 
agreed on methods for governing Japan and Korea. 

While the conference set up a provisional democratic 
government for Korea and the three secretaries affirmed 
the policy of non-interference in the internal affairs of 
China and the withdrawal of Soviet and American forces 
from that country at the earliest possible moment, not a word 
was given about the situation in Iran or the problems of 
Germany. 

A similar agreement is now being made regarding the 





withdrawal of troops from China as that formerly made 
concerning the withdrawal of troops from Iran. We know 
how Russia has failed to heed the agreement in Iran and 
has violated the pact regarding interference in the internal 
affairs of that country. Can she be trusted regarding such 
agreements as they apply to China? She will keep the 
agreement only if such compliance will suit her future 
purposes; otherwise it can be expected that the Soviets 
will find ways and means of remaining in China. This 
can be done through the simple expediency of declaring 
their obligations and responsibilities have not been fully 
discharged in that country. 

The major problem was atomic energy. Any plan to 
safeguard against atomic destruction must be backed by 
the definite desire on the part of all concerned to prevent 
its use for diabolical purposes. There can be no mental 
reservations whatever. Because Moscow is the center of 
forces that bode ill for world peace we question if agree- 
ments made in that center will ever bring security against 
sudden destruction. This agreement may well be named 
the Moscow, or Meshech (Ezekiel’s name for Moscow) 
Agreement. | 

The brute force and deceitful cunning of Meshech of the 
sixth century B.C., are the two great marks of the Mus- 
covite race today. Psalms 120 is a prayer for deliverance 
from treacherous Meshech who has a deceitful tongue 
and lying lips: 

“Woe is me, that I sojourn in Meshech (Moscow), that I 
dwell among the tents of Kedar: My soul hath long had her 
dwelling with him that hateth peace. I am for peace: But when 
I speak, they are for war.” (Ps, 120: 5-7.) 


So we have gone to Moscow to speak for peace, but they 
are for war as Ezekiel’s chapters 38 and 39 clearly show. 

The only people and nations capable of dealing right- 
eously with the forces which have been released by splitting 
the atom are Christian peoples. Soviet Russia is not 
Christian. The leaders at Moscow are not administering 
the affairs of state in accord with the principles of equity 
and justice for all. Now Russia is to have a place on the 
Commission for controlling atomic energy. If such a 
position will give her full information regarding the making 
of the atom bomb, then the Moscow Agreement will be- 
come just another scrap of paper. The Soviets have not 
hesitated at anything which will attain their end. Surely 
they cannot be expected to adhere to any agreement when 
the use of a potential weapon like the atomic bomb might 
bring quick and decisive victory in a war of aggression. 

History has proved again and again that treaties, agree- 
ments, and solemn pledges are no deterrent to a nation 
planning war, if victory seems assured. Dispatches from 
Moscow report that when Secretary of State Byrnes was 
boarding his plane at the snow-covered Moscow airport 
he was jubilant over the accomplishments of the con- 
ference. Again, history reveals just such jubilation over 
the apparent successful termination of hundreds of similar 
conferences in the past. Why, then, should we expect 
more now than men have been able to accomplish before? 
We should not and Isaiah gives a stinging rebuke to 
those who, through agreement, expect to keep from war 
as he denounces man-made covenants: 


*“Because ye have said, We have made a covenant with death, 
and with hell are we at agreement; when the overflowing scourge 
shall pass through, it shall not come unto us” (Isa. 28: 15.) 
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The prophet points out that these are but a refuge of 
lies and a hiding place of falsehood, just as the Psalmist 
has declared, and goes on to say: 


“And your covenant with death shall be disannulled, and your 
agreement with hell shall not stand.” 


But the prophet states that which we are trying to 
guard against will surely come on “with terror to sight 
and hearing” (Isa, 28: 19, F. F. Trans.) 

Following is part of an editorial comment in The Boston 
Herald: 


“The great trouble of the Moscow Agreement is the establish- 
ment of a world security against sudden death by atomic destruc. 
tion in the hands of an unexpected and reckless enemy. If this 
can be achieved, it will not matter whether we share the ‘secret’ 
which is, after all, temporarily ours.”’ 


But what if this security cannot be achieved and we 
awaken too late, after sharing the secret, thinking it has 
been accomplished, to the realization that there are 
nations who, though having signed the covenant, refuse 
to adhere to the agreement? The history of man is strewn 
with the record of broken agreements. 

President Truman gave Senator Vandenberg of Michi- 
gan assurance that no American secret regarding the 
harnessing of atomic energy will be disclosed to any other 
nation, including Russia, as a signer of the agreement at 
Moscow, until a system of security through inspection and 
control has been made effective. But what if after control 
is established and the secret released to Russia, or some 
other nation, that nation withdraws from the group and 
refuses to cooperate further? What could be done short 
of war to compel the keeping of the covenant? Isaiah's 
warning of the disannulment of the agreement is ominous, 
especially as he points out it will be followed by trouble 
“‘with terror to sight and hearing.” 

Our leaders today are endeavoring to accomplish 
through league and agreement what no nation or group 
of leaders have successfully accomplished in the past. 
We have no enthusiasm for the present program of 
establishing control of the atomic bomb unless the know! 
edge of its construction remains the exclusive secret of the 
Anglo-Saxon world. 


VIOLENCE AND CRIME 


A wave of violence is sweeping America with juvenile de- 
linquency and crime increasing at an alarming rate. 
Gangs of teen-age boys are often involved and in some 
cases have committed murder. Officials have become 
alarmed and seemingly are unable to cope with the situa- 
tion. 

What is the reason for these conditions? Primarily it is 
the result of our national refusal to recognize God and His 
laws and the failure of parents to properly instruct their 
children in the ways of righteousness. 

Organized Christianity is far from blameless for the 
modernists have undermined belief in the authenticity of 
the Word of God. They have belittled the story the Bible 
tells, questioned the need of observing its laws and at- 
tacked the accuracy of the record. This is a substantial 
contributing factor to the increase in violence and crime, 
for the foundation of morality, and of law and order, rests 
upon belief in God and His laws. 

If we had obeyed the laws of God and given heed to 
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Moses’ instruction to “teach them diligently unto thy 
children” there would be no juvenile crime today. The 

nt crime wave is the result of years of national and 
individual neglect of God’s Word and disbelief in the need 
of keeping all His commandments, Isaiah declares: 


“Behold, the Lord’s hand is not shortened, that it cannot save; 
neither his ear heavy, that it cannot hear: But your iniquities have 
separated between you and your God, and your sins have hid his 
face from you, that he will not hear. . . . 

“In transgressing and lying against the Lord, and departing 
away from our God, speaking oppression and revolt, conceiving 
and uttering from the heart words of falsehood. And judgment is 
turned away back, and justice standeth afar off: for truth is fallen 
in the street, and equity cannot enter.” (Isa. 59: 1-15.) 


Thus does God condemn the evils of our day. What, 
then, is the solution? First and foremost, judgment should 
begin with the House of the Lord by the immediate re- 
moval from positions requiring spiritual leadership of every 
man and woman who refuses to accept the Deity of Jesus 
Christ, who does not believe implicitly in the Word of God 
written, in the absolute reliability of its record and the 
righteousness of its laws. Secondly, and as important, is the 
national need of restoring the administration of His laws 
under a system of jurisprudence which will bring swift, 
immediate and certain punishment to all those who violate 
them. 


“When in Anglo-Saxon lands justice has fallen by the way and 
crime has increased — with lawless men in control — our people 
unconsciously revert to their ancient laws of justice with summary 
trial and quick executions. Such action soon restores law and 
order. The swiftness of justice strikes terror into the heart of the 
ungodly. 

“Under the law of the Lord men were brought immediately to 
trial upon being apprehended. When trial ended, the very next 
day judgment was passed and the sentence was immediately car- 
ried out. If that sentence was death: then before sunset of that 
day the execution had taken place. 

“The swiftness of justice, the certainty of quick judgment in 
case of guilt and the immediate carrying out of the penalty im- 
posed, kept crime at a minimum and evil men in fear of violating 
the law. . . . Moses lists the blessings that would come upon the 
nation in its national life and activities if the law is administered 
in justice and equity and all its provisions are observed. Then he 
gives the national curses if the people refuse, as a nation, to keep 
and administer that law (Deut. 28). God is the judge and He has 
executed judgment in accord with these pronunciations and to- 
day our nation is suffering under the punitive clauses of the law 
for refusing to do in accord with Moses’ instruction to our fore- 
fathers.” (Digest of the Divine Law, pages 154 & 155.) 


God’s laws are operating today and as a nation we suffer 
from increased violence and crime for failure to observe, 
teach and keep them. Juvenile crime has increased because 
our children are not taught the law and the need of observ- 
ing its spiritual requirements. 

A HEAVENLY DOLE? 


Jesus said: “My Father worketh hitherto, and I work” 
which scarcely supports the theory of those Christians who 
expect to enter upon a future state in which they will not 
have to labor and where they will receive a heavenly dole 
for doing nothing. Nowhere in the Bible is there any such 
teaching. 

_ It is true that the Bible declares men will be contented 
in the age to come, but for the normal healthy man there 
would be no contentment nor peace of mind very long if 
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he had to live in a state of continued idleness. God made 
man to be active and only the lazy and shiftless would be 
satisfied to be idle and be content to live under conditions 
requiring that they neither produce, toil nor spin. There 
is satisfaction in work well done and tasks accomplished 
that the lazy never experience. 

The great difficulty today is that so often we labor in 
vain and, as the prophet declares, “bring forth for trouble.” 
Such conditions cause discouragement and sorrow, with 
the result that men worry whereas they ought to live in 
peace and happiness. 

Isaiah declares that in the coming new order of the ages 
men will build, plant and reap and live to enjoy all the 
labor of their hands. He states that at that time men will 
not build and another occupy or sow and another reap. 
This hardly describes an Utopia of idleness for those who 
are to come into the blessings of the Kingdom. 

There will be work to do, plenty of it, and in the doing 
of it a satisfaction will accrue to men that under the best 
of conditions today is impossible to attain. Work without 
discouragement; labor without weariness; achievement 
without fatigue; what blessings to come to those who are 
privileged to enter and enjoy the bounties of the Kingdom! 

Men of God will administer the affairs of state, laboring 
to bring the blessings of justice and peace to all the world, 
and the result of the administration of the laws of right- 
eousness will be the fulfillment of Micah’s prophecy. 


‘But they shall sit every man under his vine and under his fig 
tree; and none shall make them afraid: for the mouth of the Lord 
of hosts hath spoken it.’’ (Micah 4: 4.) 


The fact that for each man it is Ais own vine and his own 
fig tree presupposes that he has labored to prepare the 
ground, plant the trees and trim the vines in his inheritance, 
the land which has been apportioned to him. There also 
he will have built his home and be privileged to enjoy the 
work of his hands free from all interference. 

Beyond’ providing for the needs of life new fields of 
endeavor will open to all men. This will enable them to 
probe the depths and search the heights of the knowledge 
and understanding of things which God, in His wisdom, 
has found it necessary to keep from men today. Unre- 
generated men cannot be trusted with the power which 
will be placed in the hands of those who are worthy to 
enter the Kingdom and secure its benefits and blessings. 

We do not look for a heavenly dole but for heavenly 
conditions wherein it will be a pleasure to work “and 
produce and wherein we can labor happily without 
weariness and sorrow. 


PRICE CEILING INFLATION 


IT 1s interesting to watch the results when men in politics 
undertake to regiment and control industry. No single 
group of men is capable of taking all the factors into con- 
sideration in order to regulate industry in all of its diversi- 
fied branches, and so they find themselves continually 
passing new rules to regulate their regulations. 

The fluctuation in prices in the past, under a system of 
competition, has been regulated by supply and demand. 
Under ordinary conditions this has worked fairly well and 
it stimulated production, for when prices rose men en- 
deavored to capitalize on the higher prices by increasing 
production which had the ultimate effect of reducing 
prices. Then, also, rising prices stimulated men to invent 
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ways and means to improve goods and at the same time 
cheapen the cost of production. Within certain limitations 
price fluctuation is a healthy business stimulant and the 
competitien engendered results in the production of better 
goods at lower prices for the consumer. The evil in the 
system came through manipulation and the creation of 
artificial shortages to stimulate higher prices. 

Government is now stepping in to regulate and control 
as it sets ceiling prices and in so doing it creates another 
type of evil by destroying at times the, incentive that has 
produced better goods at the same or even lower prices. 

The most generally heard complaint today on the part 
of the public is the inferiority of goods at price ceilings 
which were set for superior articles. Men have been quick 
to recognize that one way to overcome the effect of price 
fixing is by inferiority in production. This defeats the end 
in view and produces a form of inflation in reverse, for the 
dollar does not purchase a dollar’s worth of value despite 
the fact that prices have been pegged within certain 
defined limits. It is hoped that when production finally 
reaches its normal stride this evil will be eliminated and 
the ingenuity and inventive genius of man will produce 
superior goods for even less than the present ceiling prices. 


PLACING RESPONSIBILITY 


Destiny’s objective is to set forth what the prophets 
declared to be the inevitable results of the present course 
the human race has been pursuing. When men and 
nations refuse to recognize God and His law, or the need 
of restoring the administration of righteousness, the end 
is disaster, continuous troubles and war. In pointing out 
these facts we in no way contribute to the events them- 
selves; in fact, open and free discussion should help to 
alleviate the difficulties and if the warnings of prophecy 
are heeded, lessen the severity of judgment for those who 
turn to God for help in time of trouble. 

It is not our desire that there should be war, for we 
would much rather announce that nations are at last 
free from the threat of resorting to force of arms to decide 
issues. To be faithful to our calling we must proclaim that 
tribulations will continue until men are actuated in their 
dealings with each other according to the righteousness 
of the laws of God. 

It is imperative that we declare what the prophets have 
so clearly set forth, and it is necessary that we name the 
nations to which the prophets specifically refer and the 
peoples whom they indicate will be instrumental in 
bringing foretold conditions to pass. Ezekiel contributes 
to the general outline of coming events in detailing the 
campaign which will be waged by the Soviets against 
modern Israel. The Anglo-Saxon world will ignore this 
warning to their own peril. In proclaiming the facts we 
are in no wise contributing to the program which Moscow 
is determined to carry out, for the power to prevent this 
coming conflict lies with Russia, not with us. 

Peace will ultimately be established upon earth but not 
until all evil men who have the power to wage wars of 
aggression have first been subdued. Following the defeat 
of the final supreme effort on the part of the Soviets to 
gain world rulership and control, nations will then learn 
war no more. It is not the proclamation of the accuracy of 
prophecy, but the acts of men who move in fulfillment of 
its statements, which are making the third phase of world 
conflict inevitable. 
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DEFEATING GOD’S PURPOSE 


Tue report of a special commission to study the problems 
of drunkenness in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
was filed with the legislature last year. A study of that 
report reveals some interesting but disquieting findings, 
The survey shows that approximately 50% of the felonies 
committed in Massachusetts are related to alcoholism 
while 85% of the commitments for misdemeanors were 
chargeable to the same cause. 

The report is a factual demonstration of the reasons 
why the entire traffic in alcoholic beverages should be 
destroyed. This report is a condemnation of the govern. 
ment of a great state and of the United States which 
countenances the licensing and sale of beverages which 
make men irresponsible and cause such evils. 

It would be inconceivable for such conditions as de- 
scribed in this report to exist in the coming Kingdom age, 
nor will the government of the new age license or allow 
anything harmful to the human body or mind to be 
procured or sold. That which would not be countenanced 
under the administration of our Lord and Saviour should 
be condemned and fought by every Christian today. 
Those who condone or sponsor these evils cannot possibly 
be led of His Spirit for there is no spiritual defense what- 
ever for the licensing of evil in any form. 

Paul named drunkards in the list of those who would not 
inherit the Kingdom (I Cor. 6: 9-10). It is a recognized 
duty of every Christian to win others to Jesus Christ that 
they may have a right to enter into the blessings of the 
Kingdom. Those who support or defend an evil which 
makes drunkards of men are working, to that extent, to 
defeat the purpose of God — the winning of men to follow 
Jesus Christ and into an inheritance in the Kingdom with 
Him. 


VANISHING BRIDGEHEADS 


A stupy of the history of ancient Israel shows certain tribes 
remaining on the east side of the Jordan. They constituted 
the bridgeheads, or the advanced outposts of Israel in the 
defense of the Throne. The half tribe of Manasseh was lo- 
cated in the north while the remainder of the tribe was in 
Palestine on the other side of the Jordan. Gad occupied 
the center and Reuben the south. 

The day finally came when these three tribes were car- 
ried away into captivity leaving the east flank of Israel's 
line of defense exposed to sudden attack by an enemy. 

This ancient situation has been duplicated in modern 
times with pockets of Israel upon the continent of Europe, 
establishing bridgeheads, or outposts, to the east of the 
Anglo-Saxon-Celtic-Israel people in the Isles.

Today these outposts are either under 
Communist domination or so impotent that Israel’s eastert 
flank is again exposed to sudden attack when an enemy 
elects to strike. This fact may account for Russia’s present 
view that Great Britain has become a minor power. 

The situation, however, is such that the day is very neat 
when Gog will move in accord with the plan as outlined in 
Ezekiel 38 and 39.

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The Chronometer of History 


PART I 


The Ancient Antediluvian Calendar 


N ACCURATE chronological system 
with a calendar of dates by 
which events can be tabulated 

in the order in which they occurred, 
both in time and in their relationship 
one with another, is the basis of relia- 
ble history. This is so essential that no 
man would think of writing a history 
without giving an indication of the se- 
quence of events to which references 
are made. Thus the year must be 
known and, for more detail, the month 
and day when the specific event took 
place. 

When dates are given the writer pre- 
supposes that those who read are at 
least familiar with the calendar being 
used. Though a record is documented 
and dated, if men are unfamiliar with 
the type of calendar used, the purpose 
of the chronology given is defeated. 


Purpose of Calendar 


Now an accurate calendar is to the 
events of the past what a tape measure 
and square are to a building under 
construction. Without some means of 
measuring time chaos results as it 
would in attempting to construct a 
building without any means or method 
of laying out the plan and measuring 
the timbers going into its construction. 

Histories today are written against a 
calendar of B.c. and a.p. datings and, 
as this method of keeping account of 
time is familiar to all, the sequence of 
events demonstrated thereby is easily 
understood. The history of the United 
States would mean little or nothing to 
us if in referring to events of the past 
historians wrote that “The rebellion of 
the thirteen colonies occurred some- 
time between 1600 A.D. and 1800 A.D.” 
Were they to continue with such state- 
ments as “It is thought Christopher 
Columbus might have discovered 
America in the early Christian cen- 
turies” and “The landing of the Pil- 
grims at Plymouth must have taken 
Place before the first Thanksgiving 
celebration but the date is unknown,” 
there would be little value to recorded 

ory. Yet this is an illustration of the 
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method used in teaching Bible history 
today! 

The difficulty arises through the 
failure to understand the calendar by 
which that record has been written. 
Because the story the Bible tells covers 
many centuries and was written before 
B.C. or A.D. datings came*into use, men 
have failed to recognize that it has a 
distinctive calendar of its own, defi- 
nitely scientific in every respect. The 
difficulty in understanding this cal- 
endar stems from the failure to recog- 
nize first that such a calendar exists 
and then through application and 
study become familiar with its opera- 
tion. Because the Bible does cover 
many centuries, of necessity certain 
changes did occur in calendar arrange- 
ments over so long a period of time. 
The writers of the sacred record used 
the dates of the prevailing calendar of 
their time and wrote their record 
against those dates. 


Bible Record Harmonized 


Unknown to most, and completely 
ignored by the theologian, is the fact 
that the Bible accounts are recorded 
upon a most accurate calendar, the 
proof of which is found within the 
Book itself. ‘This subject, well mastered, 
gives the believer an additional weapon 
with which to successfully meet the at- 
tacks of the infidel, atheist and higher 
critic or modernist besides strengthen- 
ing his own faith in the accuracy of the 
inspired Word of God. 

Because there is such a calendar by 
which we can measure events, past, 
present and even future, as recorded 
in the Bible and foretold by the proph- 
ets, wonderful harmony can be brought 
out of the present prevailing misunder- 
standing as each event takes its proper 
place in the chronological record. 


Result of Confusion 


What is the result of the present 
refusal on the part of theologians to 
recognize that the events and periods 
of Scripture can be harmonized on a 
formulated system of chronology with 


the use of a perfect calendar? It leads 
to unbelief and has made the historical 
truths of the Bible legendary. After 
failing to produce a calendar by which 
the recorded events could be accu- 
rately placed in time, the next step fol- 
lows — denying the events themselves. 
So today from schools and seminaries 
which should be upholding the authen- 
ticity of the Word of God we hear 
atheistical utterances of disbelief: ques- 
tioning the accuracy of the account of 
creation; denying that the deluge oc- 
curred; calling Abraham a myth; the 
account of Moses and his leading Israel 
from Egypt legendary and the crossing 
of the Sea of Reeds a fable; discounting 
the miracles and even refuting the fact 
of the Sonship of Jesus Christ. 

Israel held Palestine for exactly 1515 
years and her fortunes and misfortunes 
touched upon those of the nations 
around her, chief among them Egypt, 
Babylon, Persia, Greece and Rome. 
The assertion by the higher critics that 
Israel had no system of chronology 
whatever is ridiculous upon its very 
face. The mongrel races had a chrono- 
logical system and calendar but our 
own race, so say these scholars, had no 
need of one. This study, however, will 
refute the position they have taken. 


Basis of Chronology 


Chronology is based upon the diur- 
nal, annual and cyclical motions of the 
earth and these are related to those 
similar ones of all the other planets in 
our universe and thus constitute a sys- 
tem, as it were, of a vast watch or clock 
which harmonizes all of their eras, 
years and days. The sun rules the day, 
the moon the night, while the stars and 
planets also rule the Zodiac, or seasons. 
The Bible describes this system: 


**And God said, Let there be lights in the 
firmament of the heaven to divide the day 
from the night; and let them be for signs, 
and for seasons, and for days, and years. 
. . . And God made two great lights; the 
greater light to rule the day, and the lesser 
light to rule the night: he made the stars 
also.” (Gen. 1: 14-16.)

See Genesis 7: 13, and compare with the selfsame day in Exodus 12 : 4l. 
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Time, therefore, is the amount of 
duration while a heavenly body, or the 
earth, moves from one position to an- 
other. Recognizing and using these 
factors, the Bible contains an accurate 
system of chronology and a perfect 
calendar which is self-consistent, for it 
is true to history and squares with 
astronomy. This is as it must be for an 
accurate chronological system must 
square itself with all the demands of 
pure astronomy and should avoid both 
B.c. and A.D. datings, writing events 
against a straight sequence of A.M. 
(Anno Mundi, meaning “in the year 
of the world”’) years, commencing with 
Adam. 


Bishop Usher’s System 


Bishop Usher’s system of chronol- 
ogy as given in the King James version 
of the Bible is the nearest of any in its 
accuracy in timing events. His only 
error, as far as system is concerned, was 
in assuming that the nativity of our 
Saviour was four years after instead of 
four years before the commonly quoted 
4000 A.M. Usher’s date for the begin- 
ning of the Bible narrative is 4004 
B.c. It should have been 3996 B.c. if the 
correct date of Christ’s birth were 
used. Allowing him these eight years, 
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the length of his line is absolutely cor- 
rect, but for want of a scientific system, 
each part of which was related to the 
rest, he could not adjust some few more 
or less isolated dates. The fault is not 
with the Bible record but with the 
dates at Usher’s disposal. His work is a 
monument of faith and ninety per cent 
of his B.c. dates are reliable if we de- 
duct eight years from them. The result- 
ing B.c. date deducted from 3996 will 
give the accurate A.M. year. If the com- 
mon B.c. date is wanted, then four 
years are subtracted from Usher’s 
dates. The resulting B.c. date can then 
be subtracted from 4000 to find the 
accurate A.M. year. 


The Bible Calendar 


All the dates in the Bible subsequent 
to the Exodus are to be found upon the 
sacred scale only; that is, upon the 
calendar which begins at the new 
moon of the Spring equinox rather 
than upon the secular year which be- 
gins with the new moon of the autum- 
nal equinox. Nevertheless, the secular 
chronologist must keep to the civil cal- 
endar because it was the original one 
and is therefore the backbone of his- 
tory and also because the Hebrews 
themselves used both. The Bible, or 


Sacred calendar came into use as 
follows: 


“And they departed from Rameses in 
the first month on the fifteenth day of the 
month.” (Num. 33: 3.) 


Nevertheless this was not the first 
but the seventh month of the civil 
calendar. However, the Lord had de- 
clared unto Israel: 


‘This month shall be unto you the be- 
ginning of months: it shall be the first 
month of the year to you.’ (Exodus 
12: 2.) 


This seventh month is called the first 
and in this way the twelfth civil month 
is the sixth sacred month and the first 
civil month of the new year is the 
seventh sacred month. 


The Antediluvian Calendar 


Chronology was kept upon the civil 
calendar from Adam to Moses and s0 
the dates of the Antediluvian era are 
to be found upon the calendar whose 
true year begins at the equinox of 
September. This calendar was reck- 
oned on Lunar time and justified at 
stated intervals by the addition of 
intercalary days to bring it into step 
with the Solar year. As the moon com- 
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pletes a revolution around the earth in 
29 days, the Lunar calendar alter- 
nately used 30 and 29 days per month 
with the Lunar year itself but 354-plus 
days in length. At the end of every 
seven years the ancients stopped their 
count for eleven weeks which were al- 
lowed to be “silent” and recommenced 
the calendar upon the 78th day which 
would be Sunday, the first day of the 
week, or about the autumnal equinox. 
At the end of each two cycles (14 
years) an extra week was added for the 
half day per year that the Lunar year 
still ran ahead of Solar time. The effect 
was to score off seven years, keep track 
of eleven silent Sabbaths, the last of 
which would be a solar Sabbath bring- 
ing the Lunar calendar into step with 
the Solar year at the time of the 
autumnal equinox. 


The Seven Year Cycle 


A check of the calendar of the an- 
cients can be made by a study of the 
account of the Deluge as given by 
Moses who understood thoroughly 
how this calendar worked. The first 
seven-year cycle of that calendar was 
as follows:

This first seven-year period consti- 
tuted the first Lunar-Solar cycle of the 
Antediluvian calendar. The year 7 A.M. 
or the 8th astronomical year would 
begin the second seven-year cycle and 
so on down through the years to the 
Deluge and beyond to the year 1721 
A.M., for beginning with 1722 A.M. a 
new calendar was instituted. A period 
of eleven weeks would be added at the 
end of this first cycle of seven years thus 
starting the second cycle of seven years 
at about the equinox, but a half week 
ahead of it, due to the one half day 
each year which must be added as a 
full week at the end of the second 
seven-year cycle to fully justify the 
Lunar and Solar years. 

The beginning years of the cycle 
would © A.M.; 7 A.M.; 14 A.M.; 21 A.M.; 
28 a.M., et cetera and thus by consulting 
the table giving the first years of the 
Antediluvian Solar cycle we find that 
1652 A.M. would be a first year of a 
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seven-year cycle. It is also the first year 
of two seven-year cycle periods (as 
1652 is divisable by 14) at the end of 
which an extra week would be added. 
That year (1652 a.m.) was the begin- 
ning of the seven-year cycle during 
which the Deluge occurred. The fol- 
lowing table sets the year of the 
Deluge as 1656 a.m. 


month, equals 47 days. Thus the 
Deluge, beginning on the 17th day of 
the second month of the year 1656 
A.M., commenced the first day of the 
true Solar year and on a Sabbath day. 
This proves that the Antediluvian 
world was in the midst of their New 
Year’s celebration when the flood 
swept them all away.

The record declares: 

“In the six hundredth year of Noah’s 
life, in the second month, the same day 
were all the fountains of the great deep 
broken up and the windows [net work or 
woven work] of heaven were opened.” 
(Gen. 7: 11.) 


Consulting the accompanying cal- 
endar showing the dates of all the Sab- 
bath days of the Antediluvian Solar 
cycle, it will be seen that the 17th day 
of the second month was a Saturday 
and therefore a Sabbath day. As in 
1652 A.M. began a new cycle, the Lunar 
year 1656 a.m. would be 4 x 11 days 
ahead of the true solar year plus a half 
day per year for the week that would 
be added at the end of 1666 a.m., the 
end of the 14-year cycle which began 
with 1652 a.m. This half day per year 
would amount to two days at the 
beginning of 1656 a.m. Thus the flood 
year on Lunar time began 46 days 
ahead of the September equinox, the 
beginning of the true Solar year. 


New Year’s Celebration 


The first month of 1656 containing 
30 days, plus the 17 days of the second 


‘The Fact of History” writes: 


“The Flood began on Saturday, the 
seventeenth day of the second month, 
Solar New Year’s day i.¢., Autumnal 
Equinox, at the instant thereof! 

**The Great Deep broke up at ten o’clock 
p.M. while they were all ‘feasting and 
drinking’. That is actually upon Solar New 
Year’s Eve, or just before its Autumnal 
Equinoxial instant. It fell for 12™ 25% 
plus and first struck the firmament at New 
Year’s instant. At the same moment the 
fountains of the waters which were below 
the earth were also broken up, and, under 
the influence of gravity, they gushed forth, 
as from a womb, to meet the oceans falling 
from above. An earthquake of most gi- 
gantic description must have accompanied 
this terrible cataclysm, and assisted in 
belching forth the internal waters. These 
two bodies of water, the one from above 
and the other from below, were the same 
that in the beginning had covered the face 
of the whole earth — before dry land ap- 
peared. Wherein then is the difficulty of 
accounting for this reimmersion — this 
baptism against another birth? If there was 
water enough at the first to accomplish this 
end there was certainly enough to repeat it! 
And the Mosaic account is again consistent 
with itself.’’ 


Jesus Christ was well aware of these 
facts and so He refers to the Deluge 
overwhelming the people of Noah’s 
time who were feasting and drinking, 
and in the meaning of His expression 
“marrying and giving in marriage” 
(which has been translated, exchang- 
ing wives) were contributing to that 
celebration in licentious acts (Matt. 
24: 37-39). 
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Events of the Deluge Year 


The events of the Deluge year can be 
checked against the calendar. For in- 
stance, the ark came to rest in the 
seventh month on the 17th day of the 
month upon the mountains of Ararat 
(Gen. 8:4). This was five months 
after the flood started and it was also a 
Sabbath day as shown on the calendar. 
Decreasing waters finally uncovered 
the mountain tops which were first seen 
on the first day of the tenth month 
(Gen. 8: 5). This was Tuesday, almost 
eight months after the flood started. 
Then follows the statement that in the 
first month on the first day of the 
month of the new Lunar year of 1657 
A.M. the waters were dried up (Gen. 
8: 13). The first day of this new year 
was also a Sabbath. 


In the second month on the 27th 
day of the month was the earth dry 
(Gen. 8: 14). This was the end of the 
year of the Deluge for the next day 
Noah and his family went out of the 
ark. This date is eleven days beyond 
the 354 days of the Lunar year from the 
time Noah entered the ark when the 
deluge began. This period was exactly 
a Solar year of 365 days as the follow- 
ing clearly proves. 


Length of Deluge 


The flood began on the 17th day of 
the second month of the year 1656 
A.M. From that date to the end of the 
Lunar year of 354 days there remained 
308 days. From the beginning of the 
new year of 1657 A.M. to the 27th day 
of the second month was 57 days and 
308 plus 57 equals 365 days, or one

(7 times 19 are 133) hence the expiration of each 133 years reproducing the 


dates of the first week and year, is an unquestionable demonstration 


that 


the shorter lunar years were lengthened to the solar years by adding extra 


or intercalary days. 


Each of the above enumerated years began on the lst day of the week, Sunday, 
having their first Sabbath on the 7th day, Saturday. 
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Solar year. The Deluge began with the 
equinox of the true Solar year and 
closed with the equinox of the begin- 
ning of the following year. The state- 
ment is made that Noah went into the 
ark at the age of 600 years and left it 
when he was 601 years old. 

This disproves that the years of the 
ancient patriarchs were different in 
length from ours. 


Modern Disbelief 


Modern thought seems to scout the 
possibility of the Antediluvians possess- 
ing any accurate knowledge which 
would bear the test of scientific scru- 
tiny. The timekeepers of that age were 
not, as some would have us believe, a 
shivering set of skin clad fishmongers 
dwelling in caves and with the missing 
link for their unknown ancestors. 
Moses has given us the calendar in de- 
tail but so thoroughly has the story of 
the Deluge been regarded as a mere 
legend that any idea of its being accu- 
rate in all of its astronomical features 
has not suggested itself to the modern 
theologian. 


New Cycle Adopted 


The year 1721 A.M. was the last year 
of the Antediluvian, or most ancient 
calendar. It was the end of its 246th 
cycle and 1721.8 is Ws of 25,827 
years, the cycle of the Pleiades or Pro- 
cession of the Equinoxes. During the 
Antediluvian calendar the Solar year 
gained as many Lunar years over a 
Lunar year as there are weeks in the 
Solar year. In a full Pleiadic cycle the 
gain is fifteen times as much. 

Why those who came over the flood 
found it necessary or convenient to 
adopt a new cycle is not known. That 
they did make this change is proved by 
an analysis of the Bible. It is not a 
condemnation of the original calendar 
but simply a change for convenience 
just as we employ a 28-year cycle to- 
day while the Jews retain a fifteen- 
year calendar. 

The year 1722 A.M. was a first year 
of the ancient Hebrew fifteen-year 
Solar-Lunar calendar. It would also be 
the first year of the seven-year cycle. 
All Bible dates from this time forward 
are upon the fifteen-year cycle calen- 
dar although they may be verified by 
the seven-year cycle for the two calen- 
dars can be harmonized on a cycle of 
4X 15 or 105 years.

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The Self-Identification of Russia 


My article in the August, 1945 
issue of Destiny, a reprint from 
Destiny for January, 1939, eight 

months before the beginning of the 
second World War in September, 1939, 
the self-identification of Russia by 
their issue of a special set of stamps was 
a notable feature and will be fresh in 
the minds of our readers. Since then 
Russia has presented us with other 
self-identifications of more than usual 
interest and significance. Ezekiel’s 
prophecy in chapter 38:3 (R.V.) 
reads: 
“And prophesy against him, and say, 
Thus saith the Lord God: Behold, I am 
thee, O Gog, prince of Rosh, 
Meshech, and Tubal.”’ 


The marginal alternative is “‘Chief 
Prince of.” During the recent World 
War there have been several argu- 
ments advanced about the translation 
of the word “Prince,” some claiming 
that the Hebrew word “‘Nashia” might 
refer to the Nazi-leader-Fuehrer. But 
the accomplished facts of recent history 
have displaced Hitler as the leader of 
Nazism, and he never succeeded in 
becoming the leader of Russia. I have 
often claimed that in order to fulfill 
Ezekiel’s prophecy, we should ulti- 
mately see a Russian Czar as the 
leader of the U.S.S.R. “that the Scrip- 
tures might be fulfilled,” to justify their 
claims to be inspired by divine fore- 
knowledge. I have not had long to wait. 

In The London Daily Mail, dated 
November 10, 1945, we have the fol- 
lowing news paragraph from Rolf Hew- 
ins, their special correspondent in 
Stockholm, under these headlines: 
“Stalin in Sealed Letter Names ‘Un- 
known’ General as Successor.” “*Zhda- 
nov Has Taken Over in Moscow.” 
Here is the paragraph: 

“*The Crown Prince’”’ of the U.S.S.R., 
the politician General Andrei Alexandro- 
vich Zhdanov, age 49, who has for many 
years been chairman of Leningrad Soviet, 
has left his post and arrived in Moscow 
during the present week to take charge of 
the administration of the country during 
Generalissimo Josef Stalin’s illness in Cau- 
Casia.”’ 

Then follow many details of Zhda- 
hov’s life story and rise to power which 
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make interesting reading and indicate 
that he is marked out for leadership. 
Here we have the startling announce- 
ment that the future leader of Russia 
has been given the title of “Crown 
Prince,”” which can be read as the 
equivalent of Ezekiel’s “‘Chief Prince.” 
(See Revised Version, marginal ren- 
dering.) More self-identifications of 
Russia are being unfolded frequently. 

On November 19, 1945 The London 
Daily Telegraph printed news of the 
insurrection in northern Persia and 
alleged that it was not without the 
connivance of Russian agents which 
has since been denied by the Russian 
paper Jzvestia. Since then there have 
been charges and countercharges be- 
tween Moscow and Teheran, explana- 
tions and denials as to why the Persian 
force, sent to quell the outbreak in 
Northern Azerbaijan, has been stopped 
enroute by the Russian forces stationed 
there. The British Foreign Minister, 
Ernest Bevin, dryly remarked in a 
recent Parliamentary debate that this 
reported action by Russia was scarcely 
in keeping with Russian agreements. A 
few months ago Persia requested that 
both British and Russian forces should 
withdraw from their temporary occu- 
pation of Persia, allowed during the 
crisis of sending vital supplies with the 
utmost speed to Russia through Persia. 


Russia’s Future Allies 


The prophet Ezekiel in chapter 
38: 5 gives us the list: “Persia, Ethiopia 
and Libya with them.” (For Libya the 
margin reads, “or Phut.”) Prof. C. H. 
Toy, Editor of the Ezekiel volume of 
‘The Polychrome Bible” of the U.S.A., 
being a higher critic, unsuccessfully 
attempts to explain this long distant 
prophecy in the light of events in 
ancient history, 2.¢., in B.c. times. But 
he does let slip two admissions which 
are useful in our exposition. 7) “It is 
not Persia but a region near Atropa- 
tene, the modern Persian province 
of Azerbaijan.” 2) About Cush and 
Phut: 


**These names may be corrupted forms; 
or they may represent regiens unknown to 
us, [the prophet intends to be geographi- 
cally accurate] in any case they must be 


understood in accordance with the con- 
nection.” 


Carefully read, this is a rather pa- 
tronizingly expressed opinion of in- 
spired prophecy somewhat grudgingly 
given. Evidently Prof. Toy is in diffi- 
culties to find Cush and Phut but he 
does admit that Ezekiel intended to be 
geographically accurate and they must 
be understood in this connection and 
therefore obviously linked up with 
Russia, Moscow and Tobolski. Re- 
cently our daily papers reported that 
Russia expressed her intention to be 
interested* in the decisions relating 
to Italian Northern Africa and Somali- 
land at the International Conference 
in London, the successor to San Fran- 
cisco. Fifty years ago when drawing 
the large “‘Map of Israel’s Wander- 
ings,’** the Rev. W. M. H. Mil- 
ner, M.A. (““Oxonian’’) admitted that 
placing “‘Phut” on the coast of North- 
ern Africa between Bengazi and Trip- 
oli was largely a guess. Today it is the 
exact district under consideration and 
the marginal alternative for Libya is 
Phut. Russia is also interested* in the 
fate of Italian Somaliland, which is the 
coastal outlet for Ethiopia, also men- 
tioned in Verse 5. 


The Great Protest 


Ezekiel 38: 13 foretells the amazed 
protest of the English-speaking peoples 
and the Arab World against the future 
totally unexpected raid on Palestine. 
Waiting a few days for the arrival of 
this specially drawn Map of Persia 
and the Near East brought me to the 
date of November 26 with this press 
report: 

“The United States State Department 
has cabled a formal note to Moscow asking 
the Russian government for information on 
Red Army operations in north-west Persia 
and exactly what is going on in the prov- 
ince of Azerbaijan. The note reminded 
Moscow of the Teheran Declaration of 
1943 in which Britain, the United States 
and the U.S.S.R. promised to respect the 
territorial integrity of Persia.”

Azerbaijan 


The Persian province of Azerbaijan 
is of special interest to the English- 
speaking peoples on both sides of the 
Atlantic as it was the locality of the 
Assyrian captivity of the Northern 
Kingdom of Israel which happened 
130 years before the Jews went to 


Babylon for their 70 years of captivity. 
Azerbaijan in the Persian language 
means “‘the land of fires,” and is de- 
scriptive of the oil district of Southern 
Caucasia with its two oil ports of 
Batum on the Black Sea and Baku on 
the Caspian Sea. (See map.) 

Ferrar Fenton’s footnote on II Kings 
17: 6 reads: 

***K halakh’ [‘Halah’ in the A.V.] now 
the province of Azerbaijan in Persia a 
name which means ‘the land of fires,’ as 
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also does the Hebrew word ‘Khalakh,’ 
upon the river still called Gozan in Persia, 
which falls into the south-west of the 
Caspian Sea.”’ 


The migrations of our ancestors 
from Azerbaijan through the Caucasus 
into Europe were fully traced in my 
article ‘Along the Migration Route” 
in Destiny for January, 1945. We 
shall watch with ever increasing inter- 
est the evolution of events on the chess 
board of the Middle East.

A Changing Scene 


EUROPEAN situation must now be seen in a 

slightly different context from a few weeks ago. 

The Soviet Union is undoubtedly recovering from 

the convulsion which shook its affairs after V-E Day, and 

is working hard to regain lost ground. Russia is convinced 
that events will presently favor her. 

A man very close to the Soviets said to an informant of 
ours in Central Europe the other day: 

(1) The Western Allies can’t agree amongst themselves, 
whereas Russia knows exactly what she wants. 

(2) Her method of changing the whole economic struc- 
ture in all her Zones will prove of great advantage to her 
broader policies. It will force much of Europe eastward. 

(3) Russia expects complete success in her Asiatic policy 
in 1946. This will produce favorable reaction in Europe. 
Persia is a test. 

(4) In Russia the chief trouble and cause of weakness at 
present is the difference of view between the Molotov and 
Stalin schools. The latter is for caution, and fairly good 
relations with the world. Not so the former. This difference 
causes hesitation. 

(5) But Stalin has much more prestige abroad with the 
Communist parties than Molotov, who is disliked because 
he favors tighter control from Moscow. Stalin is in favor 
of much greater freedom for the Communist’ Parties 
abroad. (This is a very important factor.) 

(6) The final issue depends upon, (a) Stalin’s health, 
and/or, (b) the view of a small group of military leaders. 


France 


The danger which faces France could easily be averted 
if the Anglo-Saxon Allies made up their minds that it was 
not in their interest for France to go Communist. The 
Communists have the best organization and the most 
money. If at the elections in five months’ time they in- 
crease their Parliamentary representation by fifty, it will 
bring France to the verge of revolution. If they lose fifty 
seats, it will be a sign that the main danger has passed. 
They will try to gain power by legal means. 

If they succeed it would bring direct Russian influence 
to within twenty miles of the British Isles. French foreign 
and military police would be 100 per cent coérdinated 
with that of the U.S.S.R. 

If the proposed new central government in Germany 
should also follow an Eastern policy this would stretch 
Russian influence from the far west of Europe to the Far 
_ of Asia, as well as deep into the Near and Middle 


General De Gaulle is a strange man. He is conservative 
by tradition, inclination, and interest. His big idea is to 
teach France that she was not beaten. In order to prize 
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France up into a better position, and thus prove himself 
right, he is unconsciously following almost exactly the 
same policy as Laval who tried to balance France between 
Britain and Germany, believing that the two equally 
matched antagonists would be forced to compromise. 
De Gaulle is trying to play the same game between the 
Anglo-Saxon Powers on the one side and Russia on the 
other. 

One hardly meets a promising young Frenchman who 
doesn’t presently admit that he has applied or wants to 
apply for a visa. That is one of the bad signs. So many 
young people want to get away from France. It is hard 
to persuade them to change their minds. There is fearful 
corruption. The sum of the whole matter is this: France is 
certainly in grave danger of going Communist unless she is 
helped from outside in credit, supplies, and propaganda. 

Almost the whole body of Moderates and almost the 
whole official world, except De Gaulle himself, favor 
a closer understanding with Britain and America. The 
credit and supplies thus gained would then save France 
from revolution. The problem is General De Gaulle him- 
self, yet almost everyone in the Anglo-Saxon world real- 
izes that to keep him in power is politically desirable. 
That, then, is the dilemma. 

All the bitter controversy about Laval, Pétain, Wey- 
gand, and a dozen more, plus a confusion which makes it 
quite normal to buy one’s black market coupons openly 
at the shop counter in front of everyone, is hurting France 
deeply. Yet it is not too late to save her. 


Germany 


All sensible observers realize that the recovery of Europe 
depends on a healthy centre. Germany is at the centre. In 
theory central government is needed. In practice it would 
prove the most dangerous policy to create one while Ger- 
man public opinion is so unhealthy, and relations between 
the Great Powers so uncertain. If the Powers begin to 
compete against each other for good relations with a new 
German Government, it would be a very serious matter. 

There was never any question of Russia preparing to 
attack Germany. On the contrary, the Russian leaders 
strongly believed in working with the Germans and were 
bitterly disappointed and extremely angry when it all 
broke down. On the German side there was a powerful 
school of thought which believed in the Bismarckian tradi- 
tion of alliance with Russia. These people rejoiced in 
August, 1939, when the Accord was signed. They were 
furious when Hitler broke it in 1941. 

In some German circles the prestige of that school has 
never stood higher than now, because events proved them 
to be right. The only difficulty they have is that the 
Russian Army behaved roughly in Germany and turned 
the mass of the people against it. Many people assume 
that such a reaction of the German mass settles the whole 
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thing. But it doesn’t. 

Many observers from the West laugh at such warnings. 
There could be no thought of a Russo-German Accord 
again, they say. Nevertheless the news suggests caution. 
No doubt millions of Germans would prefer a Western 
understanding, but there is a group which thinks otherwise. 

The Russian Zone, moreover, is being economically 
integrated into the Soviet system. How is this to be linked 
now to the Western Zones, which are run on entirely 
different lines? This factor alone operates in favor of the 
New Germany being linked eastward, unless the Western 
Powers make a full-blooded effort to avert it. Such a 
policy would, however, cause grave harm to international 
relations. Thus everything points to going very slowly 
until affairs in the wider field are in better order. 


Yugoslavia 


Travellers report that Tito’s preparations in Slovenia 
suggest a move against Trieste in the spring. If the Western 
Allies have not by then agreed to Yugoslav demands, he 
has about seventeen divisions ready for something. They 


are receiving plenty of excellent modern equipment and — 


are being thoroughly trained by experienced officers and 
N.C.O.’s. The Trieste question is scheduled for military 
settlement by June, 1946, if all else fails. 


Hungary 


The tired and somewhat ill-equipped Russian troops of 
a few months ago have been replaced by first-class forces, 
numbering about 1,200,000. Morale is good. They are 
deployed along a line from the city of Goyer southwards 
to Lake Balaton, and from there to the railroad centre of 
Nagykanizsa. Just north of the lake on the Bakony Plateau 
is a large concentration of motorized forces and heavy 
artillery. A second line of deployment is from Esztergom, 
the knee of the Danube, and to a point of the river about 
50 kilometres south of Budapest and thence southward. 
The strongest part of this line is south of the Vienna- 
Budapest road (civilians are not allowed in that area). 

A third line of about 250,000 men is located on the 
plains between the Danube and the River Tisza, and runs 
north to south. Further back along the Hungarian-Rou- 
manian border is a fourth line, mostly composed of auxil- 
iary forces. These include some naval personnel. There is 
also a good deal of amphibian and bridge-building equip- 
ment. This is linked to military preparations in Yugoslavia. 


Austria 


During the evening of November 26th, 1945, one of the 
senior Austrian Conservative leaders said to an observer 
of ours, ““This victory of the Popular Party will not prove 
very important. The Great Powers will act according to 
their larger interests whatever the election result.” 

He may prove right. Reports from Weimar Neustadt, 
Glassnitz, Temitz and other industrial towns of southern 
Austria speak of the Red Militia receiving heavy arma- 
ments. It looks like trouble. The British, on their side, 
are cold to the Popular Party. They are playing the 
Socialist card. At least, that is the impression of the 
Austrians. The Russians, of course, also dislike the Popular 
Party so that it has to face rather a formidable opposition. 
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The Indonesian Affair 


The following is a summary of a memorandum sub- 
mitted to an important American statesman by an honest 
observer: The newspapers seem to forget what the Nether- 
lands have achieved in the Dutch East Indies. Before the 
Hollanders took over this group of islands, they were torn 
by endless wars between rival native rulers. Under Dutch 
rule they became rich and prosperous. Irrigation works, 
agricultural improvement, health services led to almost 
complete elimination of plague, cholera, typhus, and 
framboesia. Extensive road and railway systems were 
constructed. A first-class judicial system was set up (in- 
cluding protection for the natives against usury). There 
was an elaborate education scheme, and laws forbidding 
the exploitation of land-ownership. 

The whole Netherlands Indian Army was either killed 
or made prisoner by the Japanese. Holland herself has, 
therefore, not been able to deal with this problem. The 
occupation of the homeland destroyed the European 
Army. Moreover, practically the whole of Holland’s 
shipping has been handed over to the Allies, thus making 
her even more helpless. 

Moreover, it seems to be forgotten that the present 
disturbances were inspired by the Japanese as part of 
their Asiatic policy, which was to expel all Europeans. 


Fervent in Spirit 

There is a widespread search for something beyond 
material things, and purely human policies. The present 
cataclysmic state of human affairs forces us to think. 
Many agnostics hope they may be wrong, for if they are 
not what hope is there? 

Effective Christian statesmanship and citizenship can 
only rise from a simple transaction in the hearts of millions 
of men and women. What is that transaction? It is a very 
personal matter. It is a settlement of the human relation- 
ship to Almighty God through Christ, the only Mediator. 
It has produced the very finest men and women in Ameri- 
can history. It is at once the most simple and the most 
opposed transaction in the whole human drama; opposed, 
because the Satanic forces wish above all to avert that one 
thing from happening in every human life; simple, because 
it is an experience which the youngest child can understand 
and which has been found to satisfy the highest intellect. 

It is the transaction which transforms a human life and 
puts it into a new dimension. It is called the new birth. 
It is the condition of personal salvation. It is the only 
hope of the world as a whole. 

Christian statesmanship demands great efficiency and 
the full use of the entrusted talents. There is nothing 
fatalistic or slothful or slack about it. Nevertheless, it 
recognizes a first principle. It must seek for higher strength 
and wisdom. It admits with simplicity its dependence. 
The best and not the worst is going to happen at the 
climax of the human story, but it is a grand thing to have 
been a volunteer. 
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The Nation of the Jews

AT was the relationship of the 

\ \ nation of the Jews to the 
divine plan? It must be re- 
membered that the nation of the Jews 
began its existence about 500 B.c. It 
had a very distinct place in the divine 
plan. Chiefly because “Unto them 
were committed the oracles of God.” 

The two national Houses, Israel and 
Judah, had passed from the vision of 
the world and from the thought and 
consciousness of the Jew. The House 
of Israel (that is to say, the official na- 
tional organization) had been removed 
from Palestine. The population of 
Israel in Palestine had been carried to 
Assyria. The free migration, an earlier 
movement, had been established as 
Israel in the Isles. The House of Judah 
had ceased to be an organized nation, 
never to be officially restored as a na- 
tion, but to be reunited afterwards 
with the Israel nation; and in it to be 
reconstituted as a tribe of Israel in its 
restored glory. 

To Israel in the Isles the tribes of the 
captivity should come, and, with Israel 
in the Isles, these should be the Israel 
of the prophecies, and should fulfill 
Israel’s mission among the nations. 

The House of David had also been 
removed from Palestine; it had been 
removed from the House of Israel as it 
had been constituted in Palestine when 
the nation was divided; and from the 
House of Judah as it had been consti- 
tuted in Judea when Zedekiah was 
deposed; and had been re-established 
over Israel in the Islands by the trans- 
fer of the “tender twig” of the House 
of David (Zedekiah’s daughter), and 
by its planting in the “High mountain 
and eminent, even the Mountain of 
Israel.” Each of these three Houses 
had its separate place in the divine 
plan. 

Now the nation of the Jews was not 
a kingdom, therefore it could not be 
the Israel of the prophetic Scriptures. 
What, then, was the mission of the na- 
tion of the Jews? “‘Judah was His sanc- 
tuary,” and the nation of the Jews was 
founded by migrants from Babylon, 
descended from Judah. The mission of 
the nation of the Jews was concerned 
with the Temple and the altar, 
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and with the keeping and teaching of 
the sacred Scriptures. God had “placed 
His Name” in the city of Jerusalem. 
There was the center of His worship 
and shall be again in the time that is to 
come. 

The returning Jews built the Temple 
and set up the altar. They kept the 
fires of the knowledge of the truth 
burning in Jerusalem, awaiting the 
time when upon Mount Moriah the 
Christ should appear. There Abraham 
had offered his “only Isaac”; and 
there the greater Father should make 
“His soul an offering for sin,” who 
came after Isaac, the Lamb provided 
of God to take away the sin of the 
world. 

It was the privilege of the nation of 
the Jews to receive the Lord. “He 
came unto His own.” By birth, life, 
teaching, miracle, and all the Divine 
influences of His ministry and person- 
ality, He appealed to them. 

It was here they received the great- 
est opportunity which ever came to a 
nation. It was here that they departed 
from the Divine plan and so ceased to 
function in it, and as a nation. It was 
theirs to have been His recipients in 
the Kingdom on behalf of all Israel. It 
was theirs to have borne testimony to 
the genuineness of His Messiahship — 
for they had the foretelling Scriptures 
in their hands, and they alone. The 
High Priest and the priesthood should 
have led the people to welcome and to 
support him. He would have placed 
Himself at their head. Their glory 
would have been to preach Him, and 
to administer His ordinances. The 
Temple should have been at His dis- 
posal with its staff as His workers in 
the ministry of the gospel. He began 
indeed to exercise His Christian minis- 
try in the Temple, and His preaching 
brought thousands to believe His doc- 
trine. Then they challenged and ar- 
rested His ministry in “His Father’s 
House.” 

Think around this for awhile. It can- 
not all be put into words. What a min- 
istry would that priesthood have car- 
ried on in the world had they accepted 
Christ, and carried out the ministry of 
the Christian Gospel! But, instead of 


that mighty priesthood, all that our 
Lord was able to attract, and to carry 
over through Passion week, were eleven 
men, fishermen and other toilers. That 
He had not the nation of the Jews at 
His feet was largely due to the opposi- 
tion of the leaders, who should have 
been His lieutenants in the work of the 
gospel. What a glorious world-ministry 
and opportunity was here put away. 

In the meantime the nation of the 
Jews was outside the Israel Kingdom, 
and under the Roman phase of the 
Babylonian Succession of Empires. To 
them Jesus brought the Gospel of the 
Israel Kingdom. He sent His twelve to 
announce it; He sent His seventy to 
preach it. He spent the time of His own 
public ministry preaching it. “The 
Kingdom of Heaven is come near unto 
you.” 

His preaching of the Kingdom of 
Heaven raised fear in the hearts of the 
Jews. The Sanhedrin discussed it, say- 
ing that if the doctrine was allowed to 
be continued to be preached “The 
Romans shall come and take away our 
place and nation.” The Jews today are 
trying to produce evidence that for the 
Kingdom preaching He was con- 
demned. It is true He was charged 
by them with preaching treason to 
Caesar. But He was cleared. 

When His disciples wondered by 
what means the nation of the Jews 
should be released from the dominance 
of Rome and made partakers of the 
privileges of the Kingdom, our Lord 
said: 

“If ye have faith as a grain of mustard 
seed, ye shall say to this mountain [Biblical 
symbol for Government and referring to 


Rome] be thou removed and cast into the 
sea, and it shall be done.” 


The way would have been opened 
by process of spiritual intervention, as 
it was through the process of prayer 
that deliverance should have been 
brought about. But the Jews feared the 
Romans, and they distrusted and re- 
jected the Christ. Therefore they made 
choice, and forbade further preaching 
in the name of Jesus. They solemnly 
voted to reject the Kingdom Gospel, 
and to remain in the Roman Empire. 
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Think of the far-reaching effect of this 
deliberate choice! It was an awful 
breakdown for nation, priesthood and 
people. 

What now, then, is the position of 
the nation of the Jews and the people 
who have descended therefrom? First, 
they are cut off from the Israel King- 
dom. Our Lord. declared, ““The King- 
dom is taken from you and given to 
a nation bringing forth the fruits 
thereof.” This word was final. Sec- 
ondly, they are cut off from the results 
and fruits of the Christian faith, and 
from “the only Name given under 
heaven among men whereby we must 
be saved.” Thirdly, they are cut off 
from the Abrahamic Covenants. Mark 
this well. In the Old Covenant the 
descent was through Isaac. He was the 
alone “seed” of the Old Testament; 
not Ishmael; not the sons of Keturah; 
‘but in Isaac shall thy seed be called.” 
Under the New Covenant, again, there 
is one seed which is chosen, and 
through Him all succeeding genera- 
tions must pass in order to inherit the 
Abrahamic-Isaac endowment. 

“He saith not, And to seeds, as of 
many; but as of one, And to thy seed, 
which is Christ.” As all inherited the 
Abrahamic blessings through Isaac 
alone in the past, so must all inherit 


through the greatest of the sons of 
Isaac, Jesus Christ, in the present. 

Having rejected Christ, and gone 
out from Christ, the non-Christian 
Jew does not now inherit even the 
Abrahamic blessings and covenants. 
As a nation, the nation of the Jews 
never can, nor will inherit them again. 
There is not even one promise for the 
Jew as a nation, nor as a people, which 
does not belong to every Gentile. He 
may come in through the Door, Christ 
Jesus, not otherwise. Yes; perhaps 
there is one promise which is wholly 
that of the Jews. It is contained in the 
19th chapter of Luke, verse 14: 


“But his citizens hated him, and sent a 
message after him saying, We will not 
have this man to reign over us.” 


Doubtless our Lord had in mind the 
official action of the Sanhedrin which 
would confirm the rejection made dur- 
ing the life of our Lord on earth. Thus 
at the time when Peter and John bore 
their testimony before the assembled 
Sanhedrin, and again at the time that 
the protomartyr, Stephen, made his 
apology before them, they confirmed 
that rejection, and sent a message after 
Him: “‘We will not have this man to 
reign over us.” It was absolutely final 
as far as national action was concerned. 


How final — utterly final — was the 
decision to reject the Lord is shown by 
the prophetic ending of that forecast: 


“These mine enemies which would not 
that I should reign over them, bring hither 
and slay them before me.” 


The Jews lost the greatest of opportu- 
nities of being what they were intended 
to be —the world’s great Christian 
leaders. The Jews lost their place in the 
Kingdom, which “was taken from 
them.” The Jews lost their national 
life. The Jews must be converted, or 
destroyed, before the coming of the 
Lord, if we read aright the roth 
chapter of Luke. 

We could easier doubt safety under 
the shelter of the everlasting hills than 
doubt the absolute fulfillment, subject 
to repentance, of our Lord’s prediction 
in this as in other cases. The salvation 
which was “‘of the Jews,”’ who were the 
custodians of “the oracles of God,” was 
rejected by the Jews. They passed on 
the truth, but believed it not. It passed 
away from them and they perished as 
a nation forever. 

Salvation is still offered to the indi- 
vidual Jew, but as a nation he has 
ceased to be a part of the divine plan. 
The tribe of Judah reconstituted in 
Israel is another matter entirely. 


The Literal Interpretation of Scripture 





THE conFrusion of thought existing today in the Christian 
church is principally owing to what Bishop Hooker called, 
‘the licentious and deluding art of spiritualizing, making of 
anything what it listeth, and, in the end, bringing all truth 
to nothing.” Bishop Ryle warned the clergy against 
the practise saying, “We must get rid of the pernicious 
habit.” 

“The historical and prophetical matters of Scripture,” 
wrote Bengel, “fare the bones of its system, the spiritual are 
its muscles, blood vessels and nerves. The expositor who 
nullifies the historical for the finding of the spiritual brings 
death on all correct interpretation.” 

Francis W. Newman affirmed, “The apathy and igno- 
rance concerning the Old Testament in our English Uni- 
versities [and he could have said in the American as well] 
have made the Hebrew history almost a sealed book to us.” 
Here is the tap-root of so-called Modernism. 

R. D. Wilson, Ph.D., D.D., of Princeton Theological 
College, said, “I try to give my students such an intelligent 
belief in the Old Testament that they will never doubt it as 
long as they live.” The Scripture informs us that “‘when the 
enemy shall come in like a flood, the Spirit of the Lord 
shall lift up a standard against him” (Isa. 59: 19). That 
exactly describes the position and effect of the Anglo-Israel 
Movement, which is an effective check on the attempt to

mystify, or to discredit, the accuracy of the Old Testament. 

Daniel Webster laid it down that “There is yet more 
valuable truth to be gained from the Sacred Writings than 
has thus far escaped the notice of commentators than from 
all other sources of human knowledge combined.” Surely 
if Daniel Webster were alive today he would not have been 
among those who tell us that the eleven-twelfths of Israel 
are absorbed in the one-twelfth of Judah. 

“If we are to understand the Bible aright,’ wrote 
Bishop Gore, “‘we must read it in large portions.” Quite 
so— but our colleges send out young men with micro- 
scopes wherewith to study texts without regard to their 
context — and, as one has well observed, it sends them 
tapping about the broad thoroughfares of Bible history 
like a blind man with a stick on the narrow pavement of 
our streets, instead of the bold, free walk of the man who 
can clearly see a landscape. 

This sort of tuition largely leads to that attitude of mind 
so hotly condemned by Dr. Johnson’s dictum: ‘“‘He that 
can set a hypothetical possibility against an acknowledged 
certainty is not to be admitted among reasonable beings.” 
Believers in Anglo-Saxon-Celtic-Israel identity are a body 
of Bible students who have left this school of “hypothetical 
possibility,” and joined the “Bible Institute” of acknowl- 
edged certainty.

The Proclamation to Judah and Israel 


DIATELY following the receipt of 
his commission Jeremiah, then 
residing in Anathoth, was called to 
go to Jerusalem. He continued to re- 
tain his connection with Anathoth 
though his mission to root out, pull 
down and destroy was to be announced 
in the city of David. Following God’s 
instructions he went to Jerusalem to 
proclaim his first message. 
“Go and cry in the ears of Jerusalem, 
saying, Thus saith the Lord.” 


The prophet, becoming Jehovah’s 
oracle, addressed the nation and con- 
demned the House of Judah for their 
sins. As God’s mouthpiece the prophet 
reminded Judah how they had been 
attended in their infancy, loved and 
guided through the wilderness and 
brought into Palestine. The prophet 
then increased the scope of his mes- 
sage to include the House of Israel. 


“Hear ye the word of the Lord, O house 
of Jacob and all the families of the house 
of Israel.” 


Jeremiah Condemns Evil 


Speaking in the name of the Lord 
the prophet asked what injustice had 
their fathers found in the Lord that 
they should turn from Him and why 
were they deluded into following after 
vain things and idols? Why had they 
become vain, for idolaters always be- 
come like the gods they worship. 

Jeremiah reminded them that they 
had not asked where the Lord was 
who brought them out of Egypt and 
led them through the wilderness. He 
informed the people that God had 
brought them into a plentiful country 
to eat.its fruit and enjoy its goodness 
but they had defiled His land with the 
worship of abominable things. 

Even the priests did not ask for the 
Lord or teach His laws, nor did the 
pastors instruct the people regarding 
Him. Instead they taught about Baal 
and refused to follow their own God. 
Because of these evils Jeremiah de- 
clared God will contend with them, 
even with their sons and their son’s 
sons. The nation is accused of turning 
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from the living God to accept heathen 
gods, which are no gods at all. 

**“My people have committed two evils; 
they have forsaken me, the fountain of 
living waters, and hewed them out cisterns, 
broken cisterns, that can hold no water.” 


This people, having turned to idola- 
try and forsaken the Lord, is likened 
by the prophet to wells without water 
when they might have possessed the 
fountain of Living Water. The ques- 
tion is asked if Israel is a slave and why 
they have become spoiled. The answer 
is given by Jeremiah who declares 
these conditions have come upon his 
people because they forsook the Lord 
their God who had led them in the 
past. He calls upon them to turn from 
their evil ways and learn how bad and 
rebelliously forgetful they were of the 
Lord their God. Though in the past 
the people had declared they would 
not do such evil things, or transgress 
the commands of their living God, yet 
they did wander away, playing the 
harlot and serving idols. God had 
planted them a noble vine unto Him 
but their evil became so great Jeremiah 
declared: 

“For though thou wash thee with nitre 
[a mineral alkali used in Palestine as a 
compound for soap], and take unto thee 
much sope [soap], yet thine iniquity is 
marked [engraven] before me, saith the 
Lord God.” 


The People Answer 


It is evident from the context that 
the people answered the prophet by 
declaring they had not gone after Baal 
and so Jeremiah replied: 

**How canst thou say, I am not polluted, 
I have not gone after Baalim [false gods 
generally including Moloch]?” 


Specific cases of transgression are 
pointed out and though the people 
thought their doings were hidden from 
Jeremiah the prophet declared he 
knew of their proceedings in the valley 
where they worshipped idols, and of 
their feasts of lust and depravity. He 
then declared them like a wild ass, ac- 
customed to the desert,- who in the 


spirit of lust love wantonness. Address- 
ing the House of Israel Jeremiah de- 
clared of them: 


*“‘As the thief is ashamed when he is 
found, so is the house of Israel ashamed; 
they, their kings, their princes, and their 
priests, and their prophets, saying to a 
stock (wood or tree in idolatrous worship), 
Thou art my father; and to a stone, thou 
hast brought me forth (possible allusion to 
the Stone of Israel which went with them 
through the wilderness and which had be- 
come an object of idolatrous worship): for 
they have turned their back unto me, and 
not their face: but in the time of their 
trouble they will say, arise and save us.” 


Jeremiah chided them, asking the 
whereabouts of the gods which they 
had made? Let them arise and save the 
people in a time of trouble for they had 
set up as many gods as there were cities 
in Judah.. Speaking for the Lord, 
Jeremiah declared: 

“Wherefore will ye plead with me? ye all 
have transgressed against me, saith the 
Lord.” 

God declares that though He pleaded 
with them and corrected their children 
they have killed His prophets like a 
destroying lion. The question is asked: 

“Can a maid forget her ornaments, or a 
bride her attire? Yet my people have for- 
gotten me days without number.” | 


Judah is accused of having the blood 
of the innocent upon her garments and 
God will plead with them because she 
says, “I have not sinned.” 


The Divorced Woman 


Jeremiah reminded Judah of the 
keen disappointment they suffered 
when looking to the Egyptians and to 
the Assyrians for help for God had re- 
jected those nations in whom they had 
trusted. The prophet then cites the 
case of a divorced woman and asked: 

“If a man put away his wife, and she go 
from him, and become another man’s, 
shall he return unto her again? Shall not 
the land be greatly polluted?” 


Under the law a man was forbidden 
to take again to wife a woman whom 
he had divorced if she had become the 
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wife of another, even though her sec- 
ond husband should die. The law 
states: 

“Her former husband, which sent her 
away, may not take her again to be his 
wife, after that she is defiled; for that is 
abomination before the Lord: and thou 
shalt not cause the land to sin, which the 
Lord thy God giveth thee for an inherit- 
ance.” (Deut. 24: 4.) 

The prophet continues in his con- 
demnation of Judah for her idolatry 
and for having played the harlot with 
many lovers yet undertaking to again 
return to the Lord. It is because of 
these evils that rain was withheld from 
the land as the people went their own 
way and walked contrary to the laws of 
God. 

A Message to Israel 

God asked Jeremiah in the days of 
Josiah: 

**Hast thou seen that which backsliding 
Israel hath done? she is gone upon every 
high mountain and under every green tree, 
and there hath played the harlot.” 

This refers to the northern ten 
tribed Kingdom who had turned away 
from God to follow after idolatry. 
They had set up their idols on the hills 
and in the groves where heathen rituals 
were carried on. The Lord calls her 
to return to him and though she re- 
turned not the expression “Turn thou 
unto me” implies in its Hebrew mean- 
ing “Unte me she will return” and is 
prophetic of a future turning of the 
House of Israel to God. Judah had 
seen what had happened to Israel, God 
allowing her enemies to overcome 
Samaria and carry the people away 
into captivity, for the northern King- 
dom was deported and taken to As- 
syria. The fact of Israel’s divorcement 
is set forth by the prophet: 

“And I saw, when for all the causes 
whereby backsliding Israel committed 
adultery I had put her away, and given 
her a bill of divorce; yet her treacherous 
sister Judah feared not, but went and 
played the harlot also.” 

God in no particular ever confuses 
the House of Israel with Judah. This 
passage clearly indicates they are two 
separate and distinct peoples, for Israel 
was divorced while Judah was not. 
The significance of the divorcement of 
one and not of the other is completely 
lost to those who have failed to recog- 
nize the distinction between the two. 

As has already been stated, under the 
law when a woman was divorced she 
not only ceased to be the wife of the 
one writing the bill of divorcement but 
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if she married another, though her 
second husband died, she could not 
again become the wife of her first hus- 
band. When God gave Israel a bill of 
divorcement Israel ceased to be His 
people. Under the law they could not 
return to Him again for they had 
followed after Baalim. 


Judah Committed Adultery 


Judah knew all this and yet feared 
not to feign to be true to God while 
playing the harlot by committing adul- 
tery with stones and with stocks (the 
material out of which idols were 
made). * The reformation under Josiah 
was instigated by the King alone for the 
people’s hearts were not changed. The 
Lord said to Jeremiah that backsliding 
Israel had justified herself more than 
treacherous Judah and so the prophet 
is told to proclaim these words toward 
the north as a message to the House of 
Israel who had been taken into Assyr- 
ian captivity. 

A Call to Israel 


“Return, thou backsliding Israel, saith 
the Lord; and I will not cause my anger to 
fall upon you: for I am merciful, saith the 
Lord, and I will not keep anger forever. 
Only acknowledge thine iniquity, that 


thou hast transgressed against the Lord thy 


God, and have scattered thy ways to 
the strangers under every green tree and 
ye have not obeyed my voice, saith the 
Lord.” 


The Way Provided 


But how could Israel return to God 
who had given her a bill of divorce- 
ment and put her away? Under the law 
she was forever barred from being His 
people again. 

The additional testimony of Hosea, 
the Prophet, is valuable in the discus- 
sion of this important subject for his 
entire book is devoted to a demonstra- 
tion of the position of the Lord God of 
Israel as the husband of His people. 
Hosea graphically illustrates Israel’s 
condition in the naming of his two 
sons, Jezreel and Lo-Ammi. In Jezreel 
he depicts Israel’s falling away from 
God and in naming his second son Lo- 
Ammi, their divorced state. He then 
looks forward to the day when Israel 
will again become God’s people but 
under the terms of the New Covenant. 
Now Lo-Ammi means “not my peo- 
ple” for God told the prophet that in 
thus naming his son His message to 
Israel was,

*“*Ye are not my people, and I will not be 
your God.” (Hosea 1: 9.) 


Immediately following this is the 
promise of a multitudinous growth of 
the Israel people at some future time: 

**Yet the number of the children of Israel 
shall be as the sand of the sea, which can- 
not be numbered; and it shall come to 
pass, that in the place where it was said 
unto them, Ye are not my people, there it 
shall be said unto them, Ye are the sons 
of the living God.” 

This is a remarkable prophecy of the 
future greatness of Israel for after 
Hosea had declared Israel would not 
be His people the prophet points to 
the expansion and growth of the House 
of Israel whose identity would be lost 
to themselves and unrecognized by the 
nations around them. Yet with it all a 
mark of identification in the latter days 
was to be their own declaration that 
they are the sons of the living God and 
thus a Christian people. 

Hosea points to the hopeless condi- 
tion of Israel due to her divorced state 
and the hardships she must endure, 
climaxing his statements with the hope 
and promise of a time to come when 
the Lord will fulfill: 

“T will sow her unto me in the earth; 
and I will have mercy upon her that had 
not obtained mercy; and I will say to them 
which were not my people, Thou art my 
people; and they shall say, Thou art my 
God.” (Hosea 2: 23.) 


The Promise of Deliverance 


In no way does Hosea explain the 
process by which the bill of divorce- 
ment under which Israel was put away 
is annulled. How was Israel to be set 
free from the curse of the law that she 
might again become God’s people? The 
answer is given by Isaiah in a message 
addressed to the daughters of Israel: 

“Where is the bill of your mother’s 
divorcement, whom I have put away? or 
which of my creditors is it to whom I have 
sold you? Behold, for your iniquities 
have ye sold yourselves, and for your trans- 
gressions is your mother put away.” (Isa. 
50: 1.) 

God is not asking these questions for 
information but rather in the sense of 
affirming the fact that Israel had been 
divorced. He states His case against 
Israel, giving the reasons why she was 
put away. Recognizing that Israel 
knew the apparent hopelessness of her 
position under the law of divorcement, 
God declares: 

“Is my hand shortened at all, that it 
cannot redeem? or have I no power to 
deliver?” (Isa. 50: 2.) 
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Having asked this question, God 
issues a call to His people Israel: 


““Hearken to me, ye that follow after 
righteousness, ye that seek the Lord: look 
unto the rock whence ye are hewn, and to 
the hole of the pit whence ye are digged.” 
(Isa. 51: 1.) 

This message is directed to the same 
people who, according to Hosea, have 
been declaring they are not God’s peo- 
ple. They are now called to recognize 
their identity: 

“Look unto Abraham your father, and 
unto Sarah that bare you.” (Isa. 51: 2.) 


Such a message would only be ad- 
dressed to a people who had lost the 
knowledge of their origin. As God pro- 
ceeds to address this people he ex- 
claims: 

‘Awake, awake; put on thy strength, O 
Zion ... For thus saith the Lord, Ye 
have sold yourselves for nought, and ye 
shall be redeemed without money.” (Isa. 
52: 1-3.) 


Israel to be Redeemed 


Then follows the promise of redemp- 
tion so clearly set forth in the fifty- 
third chapter of Isaiah. The redemp- 
tion is accomplished through the death 
of the Son of God (the Lord God of the 
Old Testament), the husband who had 
divorced Israel. Though Israel was set 
free from the curse of the law further 
provision had to be made by which she 
could again be recovenanted to God. 


The Testator 


Jesus Christ was not only the re- 
deemer of Israel but He also was the 
Testator of a new covenant which, 
having the nature of a will, would not 
be in force until after His death. The 
writer of Hebrews clearly sets forth 
this fact: 

“For where a testament is, there must 
also of necessity be the death of the testator. 
For a testament is of force after men are 


dead: otherwise it is of no strength at all 
while the testator liveth.” (Heb. 9: 16-17.) 


This is true of any “will” made by 
man for not until his death will his 
“will” become valid. The same was 
true of the New Covenant of which 
Jesus Christ was the Testator. When 
our Lord Jesus Christ came and died 
that Israel might be redeemed He 
wrought salvation for every individual 
and sealed the terms of the New Cove- 
nant in His blood. 

The redemption of Israel did not in- 
clude Judah because the House of 
Judah was not divorced, nor did she 
lose her identity as a portion of God’s 
people. To redeem means to regain 
possession of that which was once 
owned and lost. Israel, being divorced, 
was in need of redemption in order to 
be restored to her Lord. Judah, being 
judged for sin and idolatry, was in need 
of a Saviour. Both would find in Jesus 
Christ, Redeemer and Saviour, the 
way opened to be recovenanted to 
God under the “will”, or testament, 
of Jesus Christ, the Testator. / 


God’s Promise to Israel 


Anticipating His work of redemp- 
tion God through Jeremiah continues 
His message to Israel: 

‘Turn, O backsliding children, saith the 
Lord; for I am married unto you: and I 
will take you one of a city, and two of a 
family, and I will bring you to Zion.” 


When Israel returns the Lord prom- 
ises that He will give them pastors who 
will instruct them with knowledge and 
skill. They are informed that the Ark 
of the Covenant shall not be remem- 
bered nor will they grieve about it for 
the Throne of the Lord will be at 
Jerusalem. In that day all nations will 
acknowledge the Lord and there shall 
be no more perversion or suffering. 

Israel and Judah are to walk to- 
gether at that time for both will be of 


the same spirit. God even declares 
Israel will then possess a pleasant land 
and splendid armies. Addressing Israel 
the Lord proclaims: 

“Thou shalt call me, My Father; and 
shalt not turn away from me.” 


This prophecy is being fulfilled to- 
day in the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic peoples 
who possess a pleasant land and splen- 
did armies and as Christians call God 
their father. Anticipating the coming 
of this day, God through Jeremiah 
calls to Israel: 

“Return, ye backsliding children, and I 
will heal your backslidings for restore us 


from our wanderings].” 


Israel’s Response 


Following God’s call to His people 
Jeremiah prophetically records the 
response to that call: 


“Behold, we come unto thee: for thou 
art the Lord our God. Truly in vain is 
salvation hoped for from the hills, and 
from the multitude of mountains: truly in 
the Lord our God is the salvation of Israel. 
For shame hath devoured the labour of our 
fathers from our youth; their flocks and 
their herds, their sons and their daughters. 
We lie down in our shame, and our confu- 
sion covereth us: for we have sinned against 
the Lord our God, we and our fathers, 
from our youth even unto this day, and 
have not obeyed the voice of the Lord our 
God.” 


God Answers the People 


“If thou wilt return, O Israel, saith the 
Lord, return unto me: and if thou wilt put 
away thine abominations out of my sight, 
then shalt thou not remove. And thou 
shalt swear, The Lord liveth, in truth, in 
judgment, and in righteousness; and the 
nations shall bless themselves in him, and 
in him shall they glory.” 

When His people heed this call and 
turn to God there will be fulfilled in its 
completeness the promise made to 
Abraham, “In thee shall all families 
of the earth be blessed.” 


“The Stars in Their Courses” 


IT Is RIDICULOUS to suppose that the world crisis, when it 
comes, will be brought about without the entire solar 
system lending its assistance. The physical manifestations 
of His Creation cooperate in His plans, for God has cer- 
tainly timed the clockwork of His universe in accordance 
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with every end in view. The Bible ‘bears definite testimony 
to the important part the heavenly bodies will play in His 
coming. No mortal mind will ever be able to arraign Him, 
nor judge the fitness of His arrangements, and in due time 
the stars in their courses will drown the scoffer’s voice! 
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Israel’s Sons and the Zodiac

Alp the Psalmist, “The heavens 
declare the glory of God; and 
the firmament sheweth his han- 

dywork” (Ps. 19:1). In this text of 
Scripture we have two clauses, the 
second telling us that the firmament 
shows or reveals the handiwork of 
God; or, in other words, that when we 
look upon the glittering heavens on a 
dark night there is revealed to us, who 
dwell upon the earth, the handiwork 
of God. David was so lost in wonder at 
the stupendousness of it all, he, to- 
gether with all mankind, seeming such 
mere atoms, that he exclaimed: 


“When I consider Thy heavens, the 
work of Thy fingers, the moon and the 
stars, which Thou hast ordained, what is 
man, that Thou art mindful of him?” 
(Ps. 8: 3-4.) 

The first part of the sentence does 
not tell us that the heavens show or 
reveal the glorious handiwork of God, 
but that they declare something, and 
this is the truth that we desire to con- 
sider and to which we wish to call 
your thoughtful attention — that the 
heavens, as well as showing the handi- 
work of God, also declare His glory. 
Now, the heavens, in order to declare, 
state, or tell anything, must have some 
way of making it known to us; and 
this is just what the Psalmist meant 
when he said: 


“Day unto day uttereth speech, and 
night unto night sheweth knowledge. There 
is no speech nor language where their 
voice is not heard. Their line is gone out 
through all the earth, and their words to 
the end of the world.”’ (Ps. 19: 2-4.) 


Therefore, since Holy Writ tells us 
that the heavens have power to declare 
the glory. of God, we are led to under- 
stand that the heavens have somehow, 
in some way, been endowed with the 
power of speech, or language, by 
which they may declare these things; 
and that their voice and their words 
have gone out through all the earth. 
For nothing can be declared without 
speech, language, words or voice, to 
proclaim that which is to be made 
known. We must, then, endeavor to 
learn the language in order to under- 
stand what the heavens declare. Why 
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were the stars and the other lights in 
the firmamental heavens created? One 
reason is, of course, that they should 
be for lights to divide the day from the 
night. Yet four other reasons are found 
in the following verse, “‘Let them be for 
signs, and for seasons, and for days, and 
years.” 

To take the last of these reasons, 
“for years,” we find that Mazzaroth, 
or the twelve signs of the zodiac, is 
the apparent path of the sun on the 
wall of the sky, as viewed from the 
earth, while it is making its annual 
revolution around the sun. The earth’s 
progress is, or may be, computed 
nightly by the twelve constellations or 
star groupings through which it passes 
month by month as it makes a yearly 
trip in 365 and a fraction days. 

As to-the third reason, “‘for days,” in 
the 89th Psalm concerning the cove- 
nant promises to David regarding the 
perpetuity of his seed and his throne, 
we have the following: 


**His seed also will I make to endure for 
ever, and his throne as the days of heaven 
. - « His seed shall endure for ever, and 
his throne as the sun before Me. It shall be 
established for ever, as the moon.”’ 


Herein are three expressions used 
in connection with “for ever’’: 1) “‘as 
the days of heaven,” 2) “as the sun,” 
3) “‘as the moon.” They are all astro- 
nomic phrases; the sun is the light of 
the earth by day; the moon, its light 
by night; “the days of heaven” are 
produced by the diurnal motion of 
the earth on its axis — days tolled off 
by heavenly or celestial motion, time 
itself being only a record of astronomic 
motion. 

The lights in the firmament of the 
heaven were also “for seasons,” divid- 
ing the year into spring, summer, 
autumn and winter. These are deter- 
mined by the period of time it takes 
for the earth to move through three 
constellations of the zodiac. 

But, first, the lights in the firmament 
were “for signs” — and as soon as we 
learn the signs, we shall be able to 
understand what the heavens declare. 
“What!” cries someone, “learn the 
signs?” Yes, learn the signs. People 


say, “I can read music.” But, we ask, 
how can they read music except they 
first learn the signs? It is impossible’to 
read it any other way; signs such as a 
treble and a-bass clef, various notes 
and rests must all be understood by 
the reader of music. For example, we 
are communicating with you now by 
signs. The very letters on this page are 
a set of arbitrary signs, word signs, to 
convey our thoughts to you. 

In the same way the stars in the 
heavens are for signs. The names of 
the constellations show forth the glory 
of God in that they declare, as we 
purpose to show, the same general 
and fundamental facts which are found 
recorded in the Bible. 

The name Mazzaroth, if it had 
been translated instead of being trans- 
ferred, would have read “the twelve 
signs” (Job 38:32). The twelve con- 
stellations which form the circle of 
the zodiac appearing in the visible 
heavens in their seasons have been 
called throughout the ages by all na- 
tions everywhere, “the twelve signs.” 
These twelve signs correspond to and 
are perfectly analogous with the 
twelve sons of Jacob—the twelve 
patriarchs or heads of the twelve tribes 
of Israel. The name of each sign is 
connected in some way with one of 
the tribes of Israel. 

In some instances the name of the 
constellation contains the meaning of 
the name of a tribe, or it refers to 
some special historic fact or prophetic 
utterance concerning one of the tribal 
heads, in such a manner as to identify 
it with one or the other of the twelve 
sons of Jacob. 

Thus, of Reuben, the first-born of 
Leah and Jacob, it is said: 


“Unstable as water, thou shalt not excel; 
because thou wentest up to thy father’s. 
bed; then defiledst thou it.’? (Gen. 49: 


4.) 


Reuben is identified with Aquarius, 
the water man. The name Reuben 
means ‘‘Behold the man,” or, as Leah 
said at his birth, “See, a man,” but 
he proved himself to be a man un-. 
stable as water. Aquarius, the water 
man, literally means, “poured out like 
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water,” and the sign is always rep- 
resented as a man pouring out water. 
Reuben, the man unstable as water, 
thus becomes the water man. 

Another one of these twelve signs is 
called Gemini, and is defined as mean- 
ing “brethren joined.” It is a remark- 
able fact that when Levi, the third 
son of Jacob and Leah, was born, his 
mother said, ‘‘Now this time will my 
husband be joined unto me, because 
I have borne him three sons.” There- 
fore, she called his name “Joined” or 
“Levi” — for Levit means joined, as 
the marginal reading shows. But it is 
also a fact that while Leah, who felt 
that she was hated, was greatly pleased 
at the birth of Simeon, the second son, 
she could not feel that her husband 
was really joined in heart to her until 
Levi was born. Another notable fea- 
ture concerning these two sons is 
found in the following: 


‘Simeon and Levi are brethren; in- 
struments of cruelty are in their habita- 
tions. O my soul, come not thou into their 
secret; unto their assembly, mine honor, be 
not thou united; for in their anger they 
slew a man. . . Cursed be their anger, 
for it was fierce; and their wrath, for it was 
cruel.”” (Gen. 49: 5-7.) 


These brethren correspond to the 
constellation Gemini. 

Of Judah, the fourth son of Jacob 
and Leah, it is said: 


*‘Judah is a lion’s whelp; from the prey, 
my son, thou art gone up; he stooped down, 
he couched as a lion, and as an old lion; 
who shall rouse him up?” (Gen. 49: 9.) 


There is a constellation in the zodiac 
called Leo, which means “the lion.” 
In the charts or maps of the celestial 
heavens Leo is always represented by 
the figure of a great rampant lion, 
standing on his hind feet, and leaping 
forth with one of his forepaws lifted 
ready to strike a writhing serpent. 
The family ensign of Judah has always 
been a lion, and it was under this 
standard that the tribes of Issachar 
and Zebulun, with Judah, gathered 
and camped, and by the side of which 
they marched throughout the forty 
years of their wanderings in the wil- 
derness. Paul says, “‘It is evident that 
our Lord sprang out of Judah.” (Heb. 
7: 14), in consequence of which he is 
called “the Lion of the tribe of Judah.” 

Of Zebulun it is written: 


“Zebulun shall dwell at the haven of the 
sea; and he shall be for an haven of ships.” 
(Gen. 49: 13.) 
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The counterpart of Zebulun is the 
constellation or sign of Cancer, mean- 
ing the crab, dweller of the sea, not 
a deep-sea dweller, but an inshore 
dweller, a dweller in the havens or 
harbors. This sign Cancer also limits 
the sun’s course northward in summer. 
Hence, it is the sign of the summer 
solstice that, when reached, is like 
the haven or harbor, the point at 
which the sailor must turn and go 
back again. Argo, which means a ship, 
is one of the decans or side pieces of 
the constellation of Cancer — the sea 
dweller. Ships and their crews are 
ever going to and fro from the havens 
of the sea. Thus is emphasized the 
fact that the star signs in the sky 
corroborate the prophecy, “‘Zebulun 
shall dwell at the haven of the sea; 
and he shall be for an haven of ships.” 

“Dan,” it is declared: 


*‘Shall be a serpent by the way, an adder 
in the path, that biteth the horse heels, so 
that his rider shall fall backward.”’ (Gen. 
49: 17.) 

In the margin we have “arrow- 
snake” instead of “adder.” Also, in 
the heavens, among the twelve signs, 
there is one called Scorpio, the Scor- 
pion. One of the decans of the con- 
stellation of Scorpio is Hercules, the 
strong man wounded in the heel; and 
also Ophinchus, the one battling with 
the serpent, is stung in one heel. Woe 
to him who goes to war with Dan, 
for he and Scorpio are figuratively 
one and the same. 

The forty-ninth chapter of Genesis 
says of Gad: 


“A troop shall overcome him; but he 
shall overcome at the last.” (Gen. 49: 19.) 


And in Deuteronomy we read, 
“Blessed be he that enlargeth Gad.” 
Take the name Gad and reverse it as 
the Hebrew does, in reading from 
right to left, and you have Dag, which 
is the Hebrew for fish. Among the 
twelve constellations we have Pisces, 
the fishes, which is always represented 
by two fishes in the act of swimming, 
one to the northward and one along 
the ecliptic. 

Concerning Joseph, it is prophesied: 

**Joseph is a fruitful bough . . . whose 
branches run over the wall; the archers 
have sorely grieved him and shot at him, 
and hated him; but his bow abode in 
strength, and the arms of his hands were 
made strong by the hands of the mighty 
God of Jacob.”? (Gen. 49: 22-24.) 


Joseph corresponds to Sagittarius, 


the Bowman. The conquering bow- 
man in the sky has found his comple- 
ment in Joseph, the conquering bow- 
man of God’s chosen people. The bow 
of Joseph abode in strength, and the 
arms, his fighting strength, his muni- 
tions of war, the arms of his hands 
which hold the bow and place the 
arrow are made strong by the mighty 
God of Jacob: 


**Even by the God of thy father, who 
shall help thee; and by the Almighty, who 
shall bless thee with blessings of heaven 
above, blessings of the deep [the ocean], 
that lieth under, blessings of the breasts, 
and of the womb; the blessings of thy 
father have prevailed above the blessings 
of my progenitors unto the utmost bounds 
of the everlasting hills; they shall be on the 
head of Joseph, and on the crown of the 
head of him that was separated from his 
brethren.”? (Gen. 49: 25, 26.) 


To be a descendant of the House of 
Joseph is to enjoy all the blessings. * 
Joseph had two sons, Ephraim and 
Manasseh, whose mother was an Egyp- 
tian princess, the daughter of a Prince 
of On, as the margin reads. When 
Joseph went to visit his dying father, 
God revealed to him that the sons of 
Joseph were to inherit the Abrahamic 
birthright blessing, the blessing of the 
first-born in place of Reuben. In 
consequence, these sons of Joseph, 
born in Egypt, were fully adopted by 
Jacob. 


*‘And now thy two sons, Ephraim and 
Manasseh, which were born unto thee in 
the land of Egypt before I came unto thee 
into Egypt, are mine, as Reuben and 
Simeon they shall be mine.’’ (Gen. 48: 5.) 

**Now the sons of Reuben, the first-born 
of Israel (for he was the first-born), but 
forasmuch as he defiled his father’s bed, 
his birthright was given unto the sons of 
Joseph, the son of Israel.’’ (I Chron. 


5: 1.) 


And in transferring the birthright 
to the sons of Joseph, Jacob said: 


“God, before whom my fathers Abraham 
and Isaac did walk, the God which fed me 
all my life long unto this day, the Angel 
which redeemed me from all evil, bless 
the lads, and let my name [Israel] be 
named on them, and the name of my 
fathers, Abraham and Isaac; and let them 
grow into a multitude in the midst of the 
earth . . . he [Manasseh] also shall be- 
come a people [a separate nation], and he 
also shall be great; but truly his younger 
brother shall be greater than he, and his

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shall become a multitude of nations. 
he blessed them that day, saying, In 
shall Israel [the rest of the tribes] 
saying, God make thee as Ephraim, 
as Manasseh; and he set Ephraim be- 
fore Manasseh.”? (Gen. 48: 15-20.) 
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Further corroboration of this trans- 
fer of the birthright is found in Jere- 
miah 31:9, “I am a father to Israel, 
and Ephraim is my first-born.” Birth- 
right and first-born are the same word 
in the Hebrew original. 

Now, with these points clear, we 
come to the subject of another con- 
stellation, which finds its complement 
in the whole house of Joseph-Israel. 
Taurus is represented in the illustrated 
planispheres by the head, horns, shoul- 
ders and forefeet of a powerful bull, 
charging and pushing forward with 
masterful energy. 


“*His glory is like the firstling [birthright] 
of his bullock, and his horns are like the 
herns of unicorns [the wild ox]; with them 
he shall push the people [nations] together 
to the ends of the earth; and they are the 
ten thousands of Ephraim and they are 


the thousands of Manasseh.”” (Deut. 33: 
17.) 


The bull was the tribal ensign, 
standard, or heraldic banner of 
Ephraim. 

“T have surely heard Ephraim bemoan- 


ing himself thus . . . I was chastised as a 
bullock unaccustomed to the yoke.” (Jer. 
31: 18.) 


“Many bulls have compassed me, strong 
bulls of Bashan have beset me.” (Ps. 22: 
12.) 


Bashan was a part of the territory 
belonging to the land inherited by 
Ephraim. 


“‘Hear this word, ye kine of Bashan, that 
are in the mountain of Samaria [both the 
country and capital city of Ephraim, or 
Joseph-Israel, were called Samaria], which 
oppress the poor, which crush the needy, 
which say to their masters, Bring, and let us 
drink. The Lord God hath sworn by his 
holiness, that, lo, the days shall come upon 
you, that he will take you away with hooks, 
and your posterity with fish-hooks. And 
ye shall go out at the breaches, every cow 
at that which is before her.’? (Amos 4: 


1-3.) 





“Though thou, Israel [the ten tribes], 
play the harlot, yet let not Judah [the Jews] 
offend and come not ye unto Gilgal, neither 
go ye up to Beth-aven [the house of vanity], 
nor swear, The Lord liveth. For Israel 
slideth back as a backsliding heifer; now 
the Lord will feed them as a lamb in a large 
place. Ephraim is joined to idols; let him 
alone.” (Hosea 4: 15-17.) | 

The idols to which Ephraim-Israel 
(the ten-tribed kingdom) were joined, 
were the two golden calves, which the 
first king of the ten tribes, Jeroboam, 
an Ephraimite of the House of Joseph 
— set up, one in Bethel and one in 
Dan, for them to worship. The calf, 
or ox, was the emblem on the standard 
of Ephraim under which that tribe 
marched for forty years in the wil- 
derness. 

As there were two tribes for Joseph, 
Manasseh having his tribal lot as well 
as Ephraim (see Josh. 17:1), and 
there being only twelve divisions or 
lots in the land of their inheritance, 
one tribe, Levi, had no portion in the 
land. Levi was, therefore, joined with 
Simeon. 





Religious Instruction in Our Schools 


Opposition to religious education in public schools is 
being voiced by atheistical groups in our land. Some of 
them are even contemplating legal action to prevent con- 
tinuation of week-day religious educational classes. 

Just as surely as this nation faces a crisis in international 
problems and on the domestic front so do we surely face a 
. Crisis in the realm of the spiritual. We are Israel and God 
intends that His people shall be instructed in His Word and 
that our children shall be taught concerning Him and His 
laws. Every move to prevent this is of the evil one and those 
in opposition to an open Bible in our schools are against 
Him and His Word. 

Certain atheistical organizations have declared war 
upon the open Bible and its teachings and it is unfortunate 
that organized Christianity is so poorly informed regarding 
the Book that they are unable to meet the attacks as they 
should. Primarily the Church has failed to present un- 
answerable facts because of the refusal of its leaders to 
accept the national message of the Bible. If the scope of the 
Bible’s message were taken into consideration, and the 
vital importance of applying its precepts to all depart- 
ments of life — individual conduct, family relationships, 
economic and political activities — it would soon be recog- 
nized that teaching the Scriptures in our public schools is 
an imperative necessity. The Bible, properly taught, will 
give our youth the moral and spiritual training mandatory 
in this day of juvenile delinquency. It would also lay a 
foundation to produce an understanding of righteousness 
in government that coming generations may know how to 
properly conduct the affairs of state. 
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It is essential that the Bible be returned to our public 
schools and its teachings emphasized if this nation is to 
survive and confirm its right to be called the Great People 
that God promised this branch of Israel should be. That 
promise is based upon our keeping and observing all His 
commandments, statutes and judgments as the minimum 
requirement from us. How can we or our children do this 
unless all know the law, and how can all know it unless 
those laws be taught? 

Societies of “Free Thinkers” and all others who are in 
opposition to His laws should not be allowed to prevent the 
great truths of Scripture from being taught in our public 
schools, for the greatness of this nation rests upon the Bible. 
World events will shortly demonstrate the foolishness of 
the stand of those who hate God and refuse to believe His 
Word. Meanwhile, if the Christian world will give earnest 
heed to the need of recognizing the benefits which will 
accrue to our nation in returning the open book to our 
public schools, the opposition would not be able to stand 
before the voice of the overwhelming majority of an aroused 
Christian people. Only in this way can this nation take 
steps that will ultimately bring about the condition whereby 
we shall be called a righteous people. 

The day we begin to truly educate the youth of our land 
in a knowledge of the Bible, instead of away from truth, 
as is so often the case in both schools and colleges, we will 
be on the road to establishing justice, equity and peace in 
accord with the laws of righteousness. The young people 
are the hope of this nation. Let us educate them in the ways 
of righteousness and the future of this country is assured. 
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History of Tea Tephi 


MosT beautiful romance of the 
ages is the story of ‘Tea Tephi and 
the preservation of David’s line, 
with its interwoven history of the Coro- 
nation Stone and legends of the Ark of 
the Covenant. It surpasses the stories 
of King Arthur, the Holy Grail, or the 
Nibelungen Ring, for romance, besides 
being historic, Biblical and prophetic. 
This romance begins in the dim past; 
its main action takes place nearly 600 
years B.c., while some of its signifi- 
cance is still future. Its Biblical and 
prophetic scenes are laid in Palestine 
and Egypt, and its fulfillment in the 
Isles of the West, at Tara in Ireland. 
Tea Tephi is the name of the most 
celebrated queen in early Irish his- 
tory; and Ireland has a very remarka- 
ble early history. Even when the rest 
of western Europe was almost un- 
known, Ireland was a center of learn- 
ing for those times. 

All Bible students who do not know 
the proofs that the Anglo-Saxon race 
in the British Empire and America are 
descendant from the northern ten- 
tribed Kingdom of Israel should look 
up the subject! Why? Because, they 
will find not only many historical 
proofs, but prophetic Biblical passages 
identifying lost Israel with the Anglo- 
Saxons — identifications that are fully 
as strong and definite and numerous as 
the Biblical references that identify 
Jesus as the Messiah. Read and see! 
Not until the world awakens to this 
fact will the story of Tea Tephi receive 
proper appreciation. 

There are many lines of research 
tangent to this subject, so that it is 
necessary to seem to digress at times, 
then resume the main line of the argu- 
ment, and also to explain many things 
antecedent or collateral thereto. 

The Patriarch Jacob was given the 
name of Israel. The descendants of the 
twelve sons of Israel were called Israel- 
ites or Hebrews. After Solomon’s reign, 
the Hebrew nation divided into two 
kingdoms, the northern one contain- 
ing ten tribes, being known as the 
House of Israel, and the southern one 
the House of Judah. Between 738 B.c. 
and 714 B.c. the people of the northern 


Kingdom of Israel were carried into 
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captivity by the Assyrians and were 
settled in Media, whence, drifting 
northward and westward, finally after 
the times of the Apostles, the last of 
them became lost to their identity and 
to the world. The Old Testament has 
many passages regarding the destiny 
of this lost ten-tribed House of Israel in 
contradistinction to the Jews who 
were not lost. The Jews are the de- 
scendants of Judah, one of the sons of 
Jacob and are, therefore, one-twelfth 
of all Israel. Some mistake a part for 
the whole. The Jews are Israelites but 
all Israelites are not Jews. It would be 
the same mistake if we said: “People of 
Connecticut are Americans, therefore 
all Americans are people of Connecti- 
cut.” It is agreed that while some of the 
prophetic Biblical passages regarding 
Israel have to do with All Israel, Judah 
included, yet the majority refer to the 
House of Israel only. 

Israel of the northern Kingdom 
drifted northward and westward until, 
in the course of centuries, successive 
invasions of them, as the Saxons, 
Danes, and finally the Normans, swept 
into Britain and formed the Anglo- 
Saxon race. Sharon Turner and other 
historians trace the ancestors of the 
Anglo-Saxons back to Media where 
the Bible leaves the ten-tribed House 
of Israel. This very briefly states the 
overland route of the main body of the 
House of Israel in their sifting among 
the nations. (Amos 9: 9.) 

Various tribes of the Israelites had 
various characteristics. For instance, 
the descendants of Dan were roving 
and adventurous and were pioneers on 
land and on sea. They had maritime 
colonies along the Mediterranean, and 
farther west had established colonies in 
Ireland as early as Saul’s time, about 
1000 B.c., so when I say that Ireland 
has a very remarkable, as well as early, 
history, I am within the truth. It is an- 
other remarkable fact that Ireland was 
never conquered by the Romans. 

From Genesis 49: 10 we learn pro- 
phetically that whatever kings the 
Israelites were to have were to be de- 
scendants of Judah. Judah had twin 
sons, Zarah and Pharez. Zarah and 
his descendants are called by some, 


Knights of the Scarlet Thread from the 
incident at his birth mentioned in 
Genesis 38: 28. Great stress was placed 
on primogeniture and because Pharez 
was considered the elder, the royal line 
of Judah was considered to belong to 
his descendants and, knowing this, the 
Zarahites, who were men of great wis- 
dom (for Solomon in I Kings 4: 31 
was compared to them), left Egypt be- 
fore the Exodus and were prominent 
in the early history of several nations. 
Finally a descendant of Zarah, a king 
of the Milesians in Spain, married the 
daughter of the king of the Danites in 
Ireland, and their son became a noted 
king in early Irish history named 
Eiochaid, the Heremonn. Note that 
he was a descendant of Judah through 
the Zarah line. 

When the Israelites in Palestine 
came to the point in their national his- 
tory where they wanted a king, after 
trying Saul, a Benjaminite, they finally 
selected King David, a descendant of 
Judah through the line of Pharez. 
David was promised by Jehovah that 
his descendants should always rule 
over some portion of Israel (see I 
Chronicles 22:10 and II Chronicles 
13: 5), but not necessarily over all of 
Israel. (See Hosea 3: 4.) This promise 
of Jehovah is repeated in several places, 
and is a strong, definite prophecy. Yet 
the last one of David’s descendants to 
rule over any portion of Israel, men- 
tioned in the Bible, was King Zede- 
kiah, the last of David’s descendants 
to rule over the Kingdom of Judah, 
and he was captured by the great 
Babylonian king, Nebuchadnezzar, in 
583 B.c. and finally died in a Babylon- 
ian dungeon. Were I an agnostic 
searching for weak spots in Biblical 
armor, I would certainly consider this 
a notable one — if I did not know the 
romance of Tea Tephi! 

The prophet Jeremiah was a re- 
markable man. His daughter married 
King Josiah, and he was therefore 
closely connected with the royal family 
of Judah. In II Maccabees 2: 4-7, it is 
stated that Jeremiah was the last cus- 
todian of the Tabernacle, the Ark of 
the Covenant and the Altar of Incense. 
In Jeremiah 1: 10 his commission as a

prophet of Jehovah is given in these 
words: 

“See, I have this day set thee over the 
nations and over the kingdoms, to root out, 
and to pull down, and to destroy, and to 
throw down, to build, and to plant.” 


The Bible gives evidence of the first 
four in the stormy careers of the last 
four kings of Judah (Jehoahaz, Jehoia- 
kim, Jehoiachin and Zedekiah), but 
upon the last and constructive part of 
Jeremiah’s mission, viz. “‘to build and 
to plant,” it is silent. The last the Bible 
states about Jeremiah is that he went 
down to Egypt with Zedekiah’s daugh- 
ters, his own great-grandchildren, and 
took refuge at Tahpanhes, a fortress 
and palace of the Egyptian Pharaoh 
Hophra in the eastern part of the Delta 
of the Nile. 

Ireland has, as I have stated, a 
very ancient history. This is obtained 
through the old Irish Chronicles, or 
various genealogical records of the 
Irish line of kings and families, kept by 
bards and heralds down through the 
centuries. From these sources we learn 
that about 565 B.c., soon after Jere- 
miah and the king’s daughters disap- 
peared in eastern history, there ap- 
peared in Ireland at Tara, the seat of 
the Irish kings, a remarkable and mys- 
terious personage, a prophet named 
Ollam Fola, who instituted a school of 
prophets in Ireland. From the number 
of Hebrew words connected with this 
mysterious personage he is shown to 
have been a Hebrew prophet. The only 
Hebrew prophet who disappeared with 
any such mission as would take him to 
the Isles of the West, was Jeremiah, 
whose bust is in Dublin Castle, and 
whose name is so familiar in the old 
couplet — 

*‘There’s not a hut the isle around 
In which a Jerry is not found.” 


There also came to Ireland at this 


same period a remarkable princess 
named Tea Tephi, from Egypt, for she 
was known as the daughter of a Pha- 
raoh or king. With her the lion came 
into Irish heraldry, an emblem of the 
Israelites, but especially of the tribe of 
Judah. With Tea Tephi also a most 
remarkable stone came to Ireland 
called the Lia Fail, or stone wonderful, 
upon which the Irish line of kings was 
crowned until about 500 A.D. There- 
after it was carried to Scotland and 
used as a coronation stone there till 
1300 A.D. Then Edward I carried it to 
Westminster Abbey where it has been 
ever since the Coronation Stone of 
Great Britain. 

I will digress a little to tell more 
about this remarkable stone. The old 
legend — that wherever it went, the 
royal line and empire were to go, is 
well stated in Sir Walter Scott’s trans- 
lation of the ancient Gaelic couplet: 


“Unless the Fates are faithless grown | 
And prophet’s voice be vain, 
Where’er is found this Sacred Stone 
The Wanderer’s Race shall reign.” 


Those who have studied the proba- 
ble earlier history of this wonderful 
stone say that it was the coronation 
stone of the Hebrew nation in Pales- 
tine, as mentioned at the coronation of 
Joash (II Kings 11: 14 and IT Chroni- 
cles 23: 13); that it was the stone re- 
jected at Solomon’s Temple and which 
became the head stone of the corner 
in the coronation ceremonies (Ps. 
118: 22); that it was the rock that 
Moses smote in the wilderness, at 
Horeb and at Kadesh; that it was the 
stone upon which Jacob had his dream 
at Bethel, and in this connection it is 
interesting to note that it is commonly 
known in London as Jacob’s Pillow. 

Tea Tephi married the Irish mon- 
arch, Eiochaid, the Heremonn, thus 
joining the Pharez and Zarah branches 





of Judah’s royal line, and from them 
through the Irish and Scotch line of 
kings one can trace the descent to 
George VI and show that David's 
line did not lapse for Jehovah kept 
His “covenant of salt.”? (II Chron. 
13: 5.) 

From the poem of a celebrated Irish 
bard, written in the eleventh century, 
we learn that there was “a mystery 
not to be uttered” connected with 
Queen Tephi and her tomb at Tara’s 
Hill called the great Mergech, a He- 
brew word meaning a repository or 
place of hidden treasures. Many of 
those who have investigated this 
subject firmly believe that some day 
archaeological research at Tara’s Hill 
will disclose this great Mergech with 
the hidden treasures consisting of the 
title deeds of the purchase of the field 
of Anathoth (Jer. 32: 7-14), and other 
direct proofs, among them perhaps the 
Ark of the Covenant, that will show 
conclusively that it was Jeremiah the 
Prophet who came to Ireland to fulfill 
the principal part of his mission, viz. to 
build the nation Israel in the Isles of 
the West and to plant the royal line of 
David upon Israel’s throne in the per- 
son of Zedekiah’s daughter, ‘Tea Tephi. 

The romance of Tea Tephi can be 
compared, as it is in the riddle of 
Ezekiel (Eze. 17), to one of the lofty 
Cedars of Lebanon — a symbol of the 
royal House of King David. Our tree 
of romance springs from the rich soil of 
Biblical history; its roots are the “sure 
word of prophecy”; the trunk and 
branches reach their height and fall 
during the stirring times of Nebuchad- 
nezzar, of the Captivity of the House 
of Judah and of the beginning of the 
Times of the Gentiles. Tea Tephi, a 
tender twig from the highest branch of 
this tree, was transplanted “‘into a land 
of traffick” and becomes the fairest 
flower of all romance. 


What Is the Unicorn? 


Moses implies that Ephraim and Manasseh are the twin 
horns of the Unicorn which symbolizes Joseph (Deut. 
3: 17). They were twins in that they were both adopted by 
Jacob at the same time and by the same act (Gen. 19-20). 

Many regard the Hebrew Rhem, translated Unicorn in the 
King James version, as the Wild Bull; certainly applicable 
to Ephraim, or John Bull, if he is the Heifer (Engle) so 
often referred to in the generic name for all the Ten Tribes. 
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We are inclined to think the lion on the royal arms of 
Britain represents Judah (the kingly line), and that the 
emblem of Israel thereon (the Unicorn) is a heraldic 
variation of the Wild Bull seen sidewise but in reality pos- 
sessing two horns — one of the horns, Manasseh’s, hidden 
in a sense; that is, transplanted, having reference to the 
branch which ran over the wall into America in fulfill- 
ment of Jacob’s prophecy (Gen. 49: 22). 
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Are We On God’s Side?

QUESTION is not “Is God on 
our side?”’ for this is impertinent, 


conceited, presumptuous. The 
question is “Are we on God’s side?” 
Why should God be on our side? Are 
we sO very important and our words 
so vital? Are our words so overpower- 
ingly great that the world will go 
wrong if they fail, or is God so pri- 
vately pledged to us that He must 
back us up? Is our honor of such world- 
wide interest that the whole creation 
will fall to pieces if we fail? 

Amid all the confusion, error and 
contention that there is around us, 
there is such a thing as God’s side; there 
is such a thing as absolute truth! We 
may not have found it, but it is there, 
and the place in which it will be 
found will not be in any teaching of 
mere man, it will be found in the pure, 
unadulterated, unaltered Word of God. 

How very mixed up things are, and 
all because even the Church will not 
take the Word of God for absolute truth. 

Some people say that “Israel” has 
completely died out; or they are now 
amalgamated with the Jews; or they 
are inextricably mixed up with the 
Gentiles; or that they are hidden in 
the fastnesses of Asia; or that the 
Church is now the only “‘Israel.”” How 
futile are all these surmises for not 
one agrees with the Word of God; 
therefore, none of them can be the 
truth. And as these wild theories are 
mutually conflicting, it is obvious that 
they are mutually destructive. 

Amid all the confusion and strife 
about Israel, is there such a thing as 
God’s truth; God’s side? Most as- 
suredly there is and it can be known 
most positively. But you will have to 
give up the teachings of men and 
come back to the Word: “For the 
wisdom of this world is foolishness 
with God.” 

Happy indeed is that man who can 
free himself from the entanglements 
and conceits of the professors of theol- 
ogy and, like a little child, come to 
the Sacred Word, prepared to accept 
its plain teaching, uncontaminated 
and unhampered by the false and vain 
imaginings of man. 
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How then can the real “Israel”? be 
found with absolute certainty? By the 
Israel marks and tokens which God 
has given so profusely in His Word. 
These declare with unfailing distinct- 
ness which people are Israel. For these 
strange Israel-marks are on the Anglo- 
Saxon-Celtic race alone, of all the 
peoples of the world; and not one single 
mark is missing. Surely God would put 
those marks upon the right people! 

We consider with some surprise that 
when our Lord was upon earth, of all 
the leaders and teachers of the Jews, 
not a single one recognized Him. 
Even Nicodemus, coming to Jesus by 
night, could only say: 


**Rabbi, we know that thou art a teacher 
come from God; for no man can do these 
miracles that thou doest except God be 
with him.” (John 3: 2.) 


A teacher? Yes! But there was no 
recognition of Him as the long-prom- 
ised Messiah. The gifted and learned 
theologians to a man rejected Him, 
but the common people heard Him 
gladly. 

Jesus Christ did not choose the wise 
and learned religionists of His day to 
be the disseminators of His truth. On 
the contrary, He used strong language 
concerning them (see Matt. 23: 13-35). 
He chose common, ordinary men to 
be put in charge of His truth, to be- 
come His apostles and His evangelists. 

Nathanael, hearing our Lord for 
the first time, came upon a great 
discovery, and his bursting heart cried 
out, “Rabbi, thou art the son of God; 
thou art the king of Israel!” But who 
was Nathanael? A nobody! Yet to 
him the great revelation came. 

Take the woman of Samaria. The 
account states that the disciples mar- 
velled that He talked with the woman. 
They would have marvelled still more 
if they had known her character as 
He knew it. And He said to this 
woman of all others, “I that speak 
unto thee am He.” 

Someone said to Peter, ““We have 
found the Messias — which is, being 
interpreted, the Christ.” Who was he? 
He was not one of the foremost teachers 


of religion, though they were learned 
in the law and the prophets which 
told of His birth and described Him 
in great detail. It was not any of them 
— it was a poor fisherman, Andrew. 

A blind man, poor as well as blind, 
ignorant as well as poor, said to our 
Lord, “‘Who is he, Lord, that I might 
believe on him? .. .” “Thou hast 
both seen him, and it is he that talketh 
with thee.” And immediately there 
came the answer, “Lord, I believe.”’ 
How was it? He had nothing to un- 
learn and that is a thousand times 
harder than to learn. 

Again, and later on, someone ex- 
claimed, ““Thou art the Christ, the 
Son of the living God.” Who was it 
that had made this great discovery? 
The High Priest, the Chief Priests, the 
leaders of the Jews? No, none of these. 
It was again a poor fisherman, Peter. 
The names of the professors and theo- 
logians of that day have faded away 
into deserved oblivion, but the names 
and fame of these poor fishermen will 
last as long as time. Why? They 
recognized the truth when they saw 
it. It is said of the Pharisees: 

“And when they saw that they were 
unlearned and ignorant men they per- 
ceived that they had been with Jesus!’’ 
(Acts 4: 13.) 


Exactly so, and for the purpose that 
men might acknowledge that the thing 
was of God. God is a jealous God and 
He will not allow men to take His 
glory. He always has chosen and al- 
ways will choose the weak things of 
this world to confound the mighty. 
It is a blow to our pride and self- 
conceit, but if we expect the great 
revelations of God to come through 
our theological colleges and seminaries 
we are doomed to disappointment. 
His ways are altogether different from 
our ways. 

“For judgment I am come into the 
world, that they which see not might see; 
and they which see might be made blind.”’ 


(John 9: 32.) 


Referring to the common people, 
John states: 


“Then many of the Jews which came to 
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Mary, and had seen the things which 
Jesus did, believed on him.” (John 11: 45.) 


Further along in the same chapter 
we read: 

“Then gathered the chief Priests and 
the Pharisees a council, and said, What 
do we? for this man doeth miracles .. . 
Then from that day forth they took counsel 
together for to put him to death.” (John 
11: 47-53.) 

The common people believed; the 
Chief Priests, Pharisees, the leaders 
and teachers “‘took counsel to put him 
to death.” These were the great rep- 
resentatives of religion in that day, 
and they sought to murder our Lord. 

Now, then, where shall we find the 
truth with regard to Israel, and know 
assuredly that we are on God’s side? 
We shall find Israel exactly as those of old 


found the Messiah — 
said to Nathanael: 


*‘We have found him, of whom Moses 
in the law, and the prophets, did write.”’ 


Qohn 1: 45.) 


Exactly! And that was God’s way 
for the discovery to be made. If the 
marks had not been there, the claim 
would have been false. We must go 
to the same law and the same prophets 
to find God’s Son “Israel.”” His marks 
will be found there in the greatest 
profusion, and in the minutest detail, 
and are so clear and pointed that 
none, however simple and ignorant, 
need go astray. They are in nearly 
every book in the Bible and need 
neither twisting nor spiritualizing to 
make us understand them.

Wells’ Pessimism vs. Christian Optimism 








Mr. H. G. WE tts has declared himself to be a pessimist, who 
“sees the world as a jaded world, devoid of recuperative power.” 
The hope and belief of his earlier years, that ““Man could pull out 
of his entanglements and start a new creative phase of human 
living,’ have come to frustration, so that “in the face of our uni- 
versal inadequacy, that optimism has given place to a stoical 
cynicism.”’ 

Mr. Wells is a brave man; braver than those who, fearing the 
oblivion of eternity, accept illogical religion as an opiate to dull 
their fears and to infuse dreams of a pleasant phantasy. Mr. Wells 
has studied the numerous presentations of religion, and rejected 
their teachings as chimerical because what he has studied is not 
consistent with science and logic. Despite the natural desire for a 
palliative to shield from the abyss of eternity, Mr. Wells has no 
fears, desiring only to “‘find a helpful use for his accumulations of 
experience in this time of mental confusion.” A truly admirable 
and unselfish attitude. Would that more such honest and stead- 
fast men would take a stand on spiritual issues — not in coming 
to the same conclusions as Mr. Wells, but in reaching their own 
intelligent conclusions and standing by them. 

What hope can Mr. Wells, or any other person seeking enlight- 
enment have when, trying to understand the gospel of the Chris- 
tian religion, he is instructed that the great Plan of the Ages is 
being worked out through a people whose history is a clear denial 
of any such plan being fulfilled in them. Bradlaugh rejected God 
because he thought he had discovered the absolute failure of that 
declared plan through the non-existence of the servant nation of 
prophecy — Israel. For on her rests the infallibility of God, the 
authority of the whole Bible, the mission of Christ, and the cul- 
mination of His whole scheme of redemption and world recon- 
struction. Through the failure of Israel to appear in the world as a 
people accomplishing the tasks that they are prophesied to do in 
these days, the whole Bible story, including that of the Divinity 
of Christ, appears to be but a myth designed by pious erring 
sages. But put the Anglo-Saxon Race into the picture of all those 
glorious prophecies concerning Israel in these last days, and the 
fulfilment becomes word-perfect. The Nation that Christ came to 
recall has answered. The nation He came to restore has been 
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restored, even to the possession of its own land, Palestine. Christ 
was not frustrated in His work; it was, and is, a glorious triumph. 
The prophecies are being fulfilled in the Celto-Saxon nations. 
Let the world realize this, and there will be no cause for Wellsian 
pessimism — for in these nations the future fulfilment of prophecy 
is as sure as it has been in the past. 

Mr. Wells is perfectly right when he says, ““Man must go 
stéeply up or down, and the odds seem to be all in favor of his 
going down and out. If he goes up, then so great is the adaptation 
demanded of him that he must cease to be a man.” This is almost 
like reading a modernized version of the writings of the Apostles, 
for they long ago proclaimed the failure and doom of natural man 
— in short, both they and Mr. Wells agree that “‘ordinary” man 
is a complete failure. How striking are the words of Peter: 

“But these, as natural brute beasts, made to be taken and 
destroyed, speak evil of the things that they understand not; and 
shall utterly perish in their own corruption.” 

But to say that man is 
nearing his end is to deny the power of Christ. The whole theme 
of redemption and salvation is the regeneration of an entire na- 
tion and the spiritual rebirth of untold multitudes just at the 
time when Mr. Wells says “‘ordinary man is at the end of his 
tether.”? Nothing short of ordinary man’s total eclipse has been 
reached. But the Apostles were not natural men, they were that 
‘small adaptable minority of the species”? of which Mr. Wells 
unwittingly wrote as the only ones who “can possibly survive.” 
‘The rest,”’ he says, “‘will not trouble about it, finding such opi- 
ates and consolations as they have mind for.’? The Christians of 
today are that “small adaptable minority” of prophecy who, hav- 
ing seen the death of their “‘ordinary”’ selves, have taken on a new 
life in Christ. “‘If he goes up,” says Mr. Wells, “‘then so great is 
the adaptation demanded of him that he must cease to be a man.” 
Precisely so: he must undergo regeneration in Christ — and ulti- 
mately become, as Peter declares, “‘partakers of the Divine nature, 
having escaped the corruption that is in the world through lust.”

CHAPTER I 
THE STORY THE BIBLE TELLS 


Creation and Its Restoration 


subject of countless attacks but the truth of its 

teachings has stood impregnable. For Genesis is 
the beginning and lays the foundation for ““The Story the 
Bible Tells.” 

Now of all the numberless books printed, the Bible is, 
and always has been, the best seller. It is possessed by mil- 
lions, yet few really read it, and fewer still, read it compre- 
hendingly or realize the story it tells. Many causes con- 
tribute to this lack of understanding; chief, perhaps, are 
the erroneous interpretations which have prevailed. 

As we converse with men and women in varying walks of 
life, the conviction comes to us that they have not rejected 
the Bible or its teachings, but they have questioned the 
false presentation of its truths.

The Bible also records the history and gives the messages 
of great reformations, as the prophets denounced national 
sins, calling the people to amend their behavior and prac- 
tices. Through its pages are woven the warp and woof of 
the history of His people and their destiny, as God calls 
both the individual and the nation to arise to their re- 
sponsibilities. 

From the Old Testament on through the New, the theme 
of the story is the same.

The Creation of the Heavens and the Earth 
“In the beginning God created the heaven and the earth.” 


The Hebrew word here translated create means to pre- 
pare, form, or fashion. 

Our purpose is to show the scientific accuracy of the for- 
mation of the heavens and the earth as set forth in this first 
verse of Genesis. 

Here is an assertion, “In the beginning.”” When and 
where that beginning was, we do not know, but that there 
was a beginning both the Bible and science agree. This 
statement carries us back into the dim past and covers eons 
of years. It is beyond the reach of the human mind and un- 
derstanding. There are, however, blank pages upon which 
science may write its records of investigation, covering the 
creation of the heavenly bodies, and all that mineralogists 
and geologists claim for the antiquity of the earth. No man 
can deny the assertion here made of a beginning. Neither is 
it repugnant to a reasonable man. Even science agrees that 
there must have been a first cause that brought about the 
creative act. The Bible states, “God created.” The result 
of this creation was the heavens and the earth. 

The existence of a creator must either be accepted or re- 
jected. Acceptance of such a creator places us on a firm 
foundation. Rejection leaves a thousand unanswered 
problems. 

*‘And the earth was without form, and void; and darkness 
was upon the face of the deep.”’ 


This second verse shows the earth in a state of confusion 
and chaos. Scientific investigation has proven that this was 
the condition of the world at some time in the remote past. 
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Yet, both Isaiah and Jeremiah emphatically declare that 
the earth was not created in a state of confusion and empti- 
ness, but that it was brought forth by God in perfection 
and ready for habitation. This chaotic condition described 
in the second verse, came as the result of a prehistoric 
disaster, brought about by rebellion.’ 

The creation account in this first chapter of Genesis im- 
plies two types of activity: first, a renewal of a prior crea- 
tion, such as the heaven and the earth, with its plant life; 
second, a new creation, such as animal life and human be- 
ings.? 

From the third verse on we have a true scientific ac- 
count, in a very much condensed form, of the renewal of a 
former creation as it is again brought into perfection. Here 
is given the history of the various stages of that new de- 
velopment. Following this is a statement of the fact that a 
new creation in the form of life, both animal and human, 
came into existence. 


And the Spirit of God Moved Upon the Face of the Waters 


This planet was overwhelmed by a physical disaster in 
prehistoric times. Now the period had come when chaos 
was to give place to order. The beginning of that restora- 
tion is declared to be when the Spirit of God began to brood 
over the wreckage of this part of His universe. 

Some men attribute orderly creation, in its intricate form 
and mathematical and scientific accuracy, to mere chance. 
The true scientist knows this is not so, even though he may 
fail to recognize God as the Creator. He sees the intricate 
mechanism of the universe, its perfect and delicate balance, 
with a realization of its wonders, when the telescope sweeps 
the heavens and the microscope details the invisible. Let 
those who attribute this to mere chance, answer the ques- 
tion which was put to a class by a Godly professor: 


“How long would it take a blind giant, hammering upon an 
anvil, to produce a watch?” 


Until an answer can be given to that question, it is 
foolish to attribute orderly creation to undirected, titanic 
forces. 

As order began to appear out of chaos, light became vis- 
ible on the earth. With the forming of light, its opposite 
appeared, and darkness was created (Isa. 45: 7). A line 
of demarkation was placed between light and darkness 
as rotation began. An age ended with the close of this first 
period of activity. 

We are told in the account that the evening and the 
morning were the first day. The Hebrew word here trans- 
lated day can as readily be rendered age, or period. 
Peter * defines a day with the Lord as a thousand years, and 
a thousand years as one day. Whatever length of time was

2 The reason for creation is given in Rev. 4:11. The Creator is 
stated to be the Son, through whom God made all things. (See John 
1: 1-3; Eph. 3: 9; Is. 44: 24.) Isaiah declares the earth was not created 
in vain, that is “tohu” or ruin. Is. 45: 18. Jeremiah said the earth 
became a ruin, that is, confusion and emptiness, in a destruction of a 
pre-Adamic race, when their cities were wiped out and life perished 
from off the earth. Jer. 4: 23-28. 

* II Pet. 3: 8. Let it be remembered that the Christian dispensation 
has been called the day of grace, yet that day has now lasted for 
nearly two thousand years. Heb. 11: 3 refers to the period of the renewal 
of creation: “Through faith we understand that the worlds (that is, 
ages), were formed by the Word of God.” 
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given to this first period, with orderly process during its 
duration, it finally came to an end. Thus the beginning and 
the ending of an age were completed. 

A new period then began. During this time the waters 
which were upon the earth were divided from those which 
were above the firmament, and the great expanse of air 
placed between. Thus was created a physical condition far 
different from that which exists today. 

The gases, forming the air we breathe, came into being 
in their right chemical combination at this time. The 
whirling expanse of water, hundreds of miles above the 
earth, formed a canopy around the world, reserved, as 
Peter ‘ tells us, for the day of destruction that came at the 
time of the Deluge. We will speak of this later on. 

We can only conjecture the nature of the forces that 
drove this mass of water to those heights where it became 
stabilized as a sort of canopy over the earth, and that 
formed the gases which constituted the atmosphere. How- 
ever, it is clear that they were of titantic proportions in 
both power and activity. 

The age ended with the same scientific and orderly 
progress as that which occurred during the first period. 


The Earth Prepared for Habitation 


The second age ended in the separation of the waters on 
the earth from the waters above, with the firmament be- 
tween. It was in this age that the earth itself was prepared 
for the coming of life. The waters upon the earth were 
gathered into seas, and dry land appeared. 

The first form of life to appear upon the earth was 
vegetation. The great expanse of water above the firma- 
ment acted like the glass of a gigantic greenhouse, so that 
world-wide tropical conditions prevailed. The result was 
a luxurious growth of vegetation. 

To this age can be assigned the formation of our coal 
fields. Their structure bears evidence of rapid growth in a 
tropical age when vegetation reached enormous propor- 
tions. That this condition was worldwide is evidenced by 
the fact that coal deposits formed during this period are 
found in every region from the Arctic to the Equator and 
from the Equator to the Antarctic. Science agrees that 
such a condition existed in prehistoric times. 

The quick growth of this new vegetation upon virgin soil 
reached gigantic proportions, only to be buried under new 
deposits upon which appeared new growth, which, in its 
turn, disappeared beneath still later vegetation. 

A significant statement is made regarding the orderly 
process of that vegetation: “Each yielding seed after his 
kind.” This excludes the possibility of one form and species 
of plant developing into another. The process of selecting 
and propagating new species by scientific methods today 
does not violate that law. Left to itself such new develop- 
ment would return to its original state and continue to yield 
seed after its kind. Man can hinder or accelerate, but he 
cannot change this immutable law of God.® 

This age finally ended and conditions became ready for 





‘II Pet. 3: 5-6. Job, also, likens the watery expanse above the 
firmament to a molten looking glass. Job 37: 18. Thus he refers to the 
heaven of the antediluvian period. 

5 Man, by a process of trial and error, strives to bring to perfection 
his own undertakings. Because of this apparent evolution within the 
confines of his activities, he attributes the same process to all creation. 
Is. 55: 8, 9 declares there is a tremendous difference between the 
methods of man and the ways of God. 
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the events of the next period. 

It is well to remember that the order of creation, as given 
in the first chapter of Genesis, is in absolute accord with 
the true facts as set forth by science. First, the creation of 
the heavens and the earth, followed by plant life, then life 
in the sea and in the air, and then on the land, and last, 
but not least, the creation of man. 


The Placing of the Orbits of the Heavenly Spheres 


Astronomy tells a wonderful story of the alignment of the 
planets in the heavens at the beginning of the Adamic pe- 
riod, Thus begins a new rotation of cycles, the progress of 
which is marked upon the dials of the heavens. Here are 
shown the advancing ages up to and including the present 
time ‘and beyond into the future. The movement of the 
heavenly bodies would compel the conclusion that such a 
realignment of the planetary system took place in the man- 
ner here presented. 

The statement is made, ‘““He made the stars also.”’ This 
is evidently a reference to a remote period in the past when 
these heavenly bodies were created. 

The sun and moon were obscured by the watery expanse 
above the earth and so their illumination is called, “‘the 
greater light to rule the day, and the lesser light to rule the 
night.” This defines the exact result of the diffusion of light 
from above as the sun and moon, each in turn, illuminated 
and penetrated the watery canopy with their light. 

These heavenly bodies were created to divide the day 
from the night, and for seasons, and for days and years. 
A book could be written setting forth the truths presented 
in this statement. Suffice it to say, that the constellations 
were made and the present Zodiac, with its subdivisions 
named, was placed in a belt about the celestial expanse. 
Revelations were thus made to the ancients in grand pic- 
torial star-groupings, and they have agreed ever since with 
the broad expanse of human history.® 

The Gospel was written in these star-groupings, and was 
understood by the ancients, prophets and patriarchs, and 
by others of lesser degree. Here the wise men saw the long- 
heralded sign of His coming, and journeyed to that part of 
the earth where, at midnight, the star culminated in the 
zenith over Bethlehem. 

The control of the seasons and days and years is well un- 
derstood. This period did not mark the beginning of the 
creation of the heavenly bodies, or of light, but it was the 
beginning of cycles in their relation to the earth and its 
orbit, that they might rule as here predicted. Light existed 
previously, but now began the orderly process of the 
planets and the earth, in their relation one to the other, 
and in their relation to life upon the earth as they kept 
pace with the ages which were now to follow.’ 


The Creation of Animal Life and Human Beings 
The commencement of this age, with tropical conditions

Man’s life span is but a day’s duration as measured by the great 
equinoxial year. That year is 25,827 earth years. Divide this time by 
365 4, the number of days in a solar year, and it equals 70 years, plus 
the period of gestation. 
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and a swampy vegetation on land, and rapid growth and 
decay, found the waters and the air capable of sustaining 
a higher order of existence than that of plant life. 

In the same degree that vegetation attained to abnormal 
proportions, so we find that the virgin conditions of a new 
world made possible the existence of great sea monsters 
and the flying creatures of pre-historic times. The ac- 
count states that the waters brought forth abundantly 
after their kind by the creative act of God. This is not in 
accord with the theory of evolution, which holds that one 
species in the process of time changes into another. 

It is an interesting fact that the true findings of science 
have never yet discovered the so-called missing link be- 
tween species. Theories have been accepted as facts, but 
the law of “each after his kind” still holds true in the 
evidence supplied by the continuation of propagation 
according to this unchanging law.® 

The imprisonment and destruction of millions of these 
creatures, due, no doubt, to great earth disturbances and 
upheavals in those early days, resulted in the formation 
of many of the great oil reservoirs which are now tapped 
for our use. 

This age gave way to a new order, as conditions became 
ready for the existence and maintenance of life upon the 
land. 

It is very probable that during the early part of this new 
period the lower type of animals came into existence, such 
as could live and thrive in a damp, tropical vegetation. 
Great prehistoric mammoths roamed the earth during this 
period. As the age progressed and conditions improved, 
a higher order of animal life was created, until the time 
came when it was favorable for man’s existence. 

The Triune God created man; body, soul, and spirit, 
male and female, created He them. To them He gave 
dominion over the earth, the air and the sea. The food 
provided for both man and beast was the herb-bearing 
seeds and the fruit of every tree. Thus, in the beginning 
both man and animal were noncarnivorous, as their food 
consisted of grass, vegetables, grains and fruit. 

Then we have the record of an age of rest.* During this 
seventh period of time, God, having finished His work, 
ceased from all His labors. Creation was now completed. 
It is probable that during this Sabbath of rest man lived 
for the period of its duration in perfect harmony with God 
and His laws. It was not until the close of this period of 
perfection that events occurred which marred that har- 
monious relationship. With man’s disobedience, human 
history began; that is, as far as the chronology of the race 
is concerned. From that time on, time limits are set to 
man’s activities and to his life. 

This first Chapter of Genesis sets forth, in condensed 
form, the fundamental principles of creative activity, 
which are in no way contrary to the true findings of 
science. Scientific investigation finds life came into exist- 
ence upon the earth in the same order as here given in the 
Book of Genesis.

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The Early Home of Man 


Here begins what is often called a separate account of 
creation, but which is, in fact, merely a recapitulation of 
the creation story from the viewpoint of another branch of 
scientific inquiry, the department of human history.® 

Here is a summary of the renewal of the earth and the 
heavens. The account sets forth the fact of the introduction 
of life. First, plant life, or the bringing forth of vegetation 
in abundance, the first life principle to appear in this 
new era. 

Further evidence is here given that atmospheric condi- 
tions differed in many respects from what is known today 
as normal. There was no rain, but there went up a mist 
from the earth and watered the ground. This condition 
prevailed until the time of the Deluge, which brought 
about the physical changes that produced the climatic 
conditions which we know today. 

God now planted a garden in Eden. Three things were 
necessary for its success: plants, moisture, and a man to till 
the ground. The first two mentioned had been provided. 
The account gives the detail of the creation of man. We 
are told that the body of man was formed of dust. Science 
agrees with this, for the elements constituting the body 
are all of the earth. The animating spirit was life from 
God. Life is a mystery which even science cannot solve. 
Here it is declared to be an act of God. The result was 
that the man became a living soul.” 

The narrative has now narrowed down from the broader 
aspect of the heavens and the earth, and from the earth as 
a whole, to the garden of the Lord. From this time on the 
Bible deals with the history of the human race. 

The geographical conditions of the earth in the early 
stage of man’s ‘existence were far different from those 
represented on our modern maps. The Deluge caused 
great changes in topography. Volcanic and seismic dis- 
turbances added to these changes. Previous to the Deluge, 
a far greater portion of the earth was dry land, than is now 
the case. The very heavens of the antediluvians were 
different from the expanse of blue we see today. More will 
be said regarding these conditions when the account of the 
Deluge is given. 

Man’s only method of memorializing his former home 
is by present rivers and places bearing ancient names. This 
is evidenced by locations and cities of the United States 
bearing names of former homes in the old countries. 
Names do not indicate the identity of geographical loca- 
tions. 

According to the account the waters were gathered into 
one place called seas. Eden might have been located upon 
or near the shores, as the river flowed through the garden 
into the sea, but parted into four heads outside of Eden 
and compassed the lands of the globe. In this garden were 
planted trees pleasant to look upon, and trees for food.

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CHAPTER II ’ 
THE CAINANITISH CIVILIZATION 
The beginning of Human History 


HE command of God became law to man. The 

positive law was to eat of the fruits of the garden and 

live. The negative law was to abstain from the for- 
bidden fruits and thereby escape death. To fail to obey 
the first law meant physical suffering. To fail to obey the 
second meant spiritual suffering and death. Obedience to 
God as an act of will required that man keep His laws. 
In obedience, there was life and happiness; in disobedience. 
trouble and death. Man had freewill choice, and, ac- 
cording to his choice, good or evil would come into his life. 

God caused Adam to fall into a deep sleep. Here is the 
first record of a surgical operation where a deep sleep, as 
under an anaesthesia, prevents physical suffering for the 
patient. Woman is created, being taken from man. 

During the years that constituted the Sabbath of rest 
this first couple enjoyed a happy existence in the Garden 
of God. The account now introduces us to another being 
and personality, apart from God and the Adamic family. 
This being is not inferior to man, but seems to possess 
great wisdom, and is better informed than man himself. 
He came into this Adamic area from without its bounds. 
He did not come into being, nor was he created during 
this period of renewal and activity. 

Apparently this personality had power to take possession 
of living creatures. He selected the serpent for this purpose. 
We know that the serpent is short-lived, but this evil 
personality has continued throughout the ages. From that 
day to this he has been the instigator of sin and trouble. 
Between him and the seed of the woman God pronounced 
enmity forever. 

The Bible is unequivocal in its statements concerning 
the activity of a malignant personality, who is not a part 
of the human creation, and possessing great power. He 
gained a foot-hold and control in this new order when he 
tempted Adam and Eve and caused them to fall. From 
that day to this, spiritual forces of evil have worked to 
destroy man.! (See Eph. 6: 12; Matt. 4:11; Job 1: 6-12.) 

The yielding to temptation gained for them knowledge 
and understanding at the price of disobeying God. The 
subtle insinuation that man would not die was contra to 
God’s statement ““Thou shalt die.” ! To clinch the argument 
he held before Adam and Eve the inducement, “Ye shall 
be as gods.” In these two statements are found the under- 
lying principles of all false religions and teachings. 

The woman transgressed and her husband followed her 
example (I Tim. 2:14). Having now lost their state of 
innocence they became ashamed, and feared to meet 
God. The tempter had carefully concealed the fact that 
this would be the result of gaining forbidden knowledge. 

Judgment now follows. The serpent is changed from a

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beautiful creature to one who must henceforth crawl in 
the dust of the earth. The woman is to be subject to man 
and to bring forth children in sorrow and pain. The man 
is to labor and toil upon an earth cursed by sin. The end 
of all this toil and pain to be death. 

The chronology of the human race begins with this 
event. From now on, time limits are set to man’s activities. 
The physical creation having now been marred, God 
begins to redeem His work. The time of that activity is 
nearly over. The age of human suffering and distress is 
soon to pass as we reach the end of the present order. 


Life Outside the Garden 


Adam and Eve were driven from the Garden and a new 
order began. Having now gained the knowledge of good 
and evil, they must be protected, so that they would not 
partake of the tree of life. It would have meant endless 
suffering to live forever in their present state of physical 
corruption. They were driven from the garden and granted 
a merciful death that would end a period of burden and 
sorrow. In that death was promised the coming of redemp- 
tion when, in the resurrection, they could gain life ever- 
lasting, freed from guilt and sin.? 

Man came into a personal and experimental knowledge 
of good and evil through disobedience; good, by obe- 
dience; evil, by disobedience. Henceforth he was re- 
sponsible to do all known good and abstain from all known 
evil. 

Two sons were born to Adam and Eve, Cain and Abel. 
Because of envy and strife, the result of sin, Cain slew 
Abel. God had respect unto Abel’s offering, because he, 
Abel, recognized his failures, but he rejected the self- 
righteousness of Cain. The first murderer went out from 
the presence of the Lord. He left the vicinity of the Garden, 
where the cherubims were, and went to the land of Nod. 
Now Nod is wandering, so into the land of wandering 
Cain took his restless way. 

We have seen how the narrative of the Bible has nar- 
rowed from the creative activities of heaven and earth 
down to the Garden of Eden. Now we see the Garden 
closed to man, yet the account shows man hovering near 
the entrance to his former paradise. Cain, having com- 
mitted murder, no longer desired to abide in the presence 
of the Lord or to witness His glory as manifested by the 
cherubims who guarded the way to the Tree of Life. ‘The 
land of Nod, or the place of restless wanderings, mentally, 
physically and spiritually, as man departed from God, 
became the home of unregenerated man. Here men began 
to build homes for themselves. ‘Thus an ancient civilization 
came into being.® 


An Ancient Civilization 
Solomon said, 
“There is no new thing under the sun. Is there anything

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whereof it may be said, See, this is new? It hath been already of 
old time, which was before us. There is no remembrance of 
former things; neither shall there be any remembrance of things 
that are to come with those that shall come after.” 


We know little of ancient scientific attainments. How- 
ever, the little we do know indicates a marvelous advance- 
ment in that knowledge which we now call modern. There 
are traditions which indicate that the art.of flying was 
known of old. We have every reason to believe that this 
early civilization, founded by Cain, equalled, if it did not 
surpass, the achievements of today. Man tried to gain, 
through physical attainment, that happiness which had 
been lost through spiritual degradation. 

The account records the building of great cities. There 
is also recorded corruption that permeated every stratum 
of society. Here is pictured the nomadic life of the people. 
Shown, too, are the industrial and manufacturing activities 
at the centers of civilization. We are introduced to arts 
and sciences of these ancient people. The smelting, casting 
and finishing of fine metal work is recounted as one of the 
great achievements of that time. 

The Godless character of this age and civilization is 
shown in aggressive warfare. The industrial growth and 
scientific development did not save the people from suffer- 
ing the results of greed and lust. From that day to this, 
aggressive warfare has been the policy of nations and 
kingdoms who fail to recognize God or His laws. The 
beginning of polygamy is here recorded. 

God now raised up preachers of righteousness (i.e., 
preachers of the law of the Lord) to oppose the violence 
established by a Cainanitish civilization. Here is recorded 
the beginning of preaching to call men to righteousness. 
But preaching ‘alone could not hold evil in restraint. 
Because of this a day finally came when God passed judg- 
ment upon this ancient civilization, and a great catastrophe 
brought about its destruction. 

The sons of Cain followed in the homicidal steps of their 
father, corrupting all who were associated with them in 
their achievements. Without God, the acquired knowl- 
edge and science of man was used to curse the earth and 
to destroy man.‘ 


Preachers of Righteousness 


As has been previously shown, the Godless civilization 
of the sons of Cain was the breeder of aggressive warfare 
and strife. 

God now raised up a line of righteous men to fight this 
Godlessness by preaching the law of truth. Seth was born 
to Adam and Eve, thus renewing the line that was broken 
by the death of Abel, whom Cain slew. Seth and his sons 
were chosen by God to oppose the aggressive principles of 
the Cainanitish civilization which taught that “might 
makes right.” 

Through this line of righteous preachers were to come 
the birthright and dominion which God promised to man. 
Here man came into close relation with God. It is stated 
of this line, ““Then began men to call themselves by the 
name of the Lord,” that is, God’s people. This is the line 
from which Abraham was to come. This is the line, through 





*This ancient civilization clearly demonstrates that knowledge 
gained without a corresponding spiritual advancement, brings dis- 
aster and trouble. Equity, justice and judgment can never be attained 
by any civilization without the establishment of God’s law and His 
administration. 
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Abraham, of which the House of Israel, the House of 
Judah, and the House of David were to come. The gen- 
ealogy of Jesus is traced back through this line to Seth 
and Adam. 

There always will be enmity between the fundamental 
principles advocated by the two groups, the aggressors 
and the defenders. The aggressor who takes the sword, 
always will find the people of God in opposition, for they 
hold in their hands the second sword, that of defense. 
From Adam to Christ, and from Christ to the present 
time, this has been the order of warfare between right 
and wrong. 

The genealogy of the preachers of righteousness is set 
forth in the statement, ‘“This is the book of the generations 
of Adam.” In the account of that genealogy, Cain is not 
mentioned. He and his line have passed from the Book of 
Life. Thus is briefly told the terrible end of men and races 
who have gone out, by choice, from any share in the 
Divine Plan. 

The line is given from Adam, through Seth, to Noah, 
the eighth preacher of righteousness. But Noah is the tenth 
in generation. The reason he is but the eighth in priestly 
line is because Enoch was translated before his father 
died, and did not come to the priestly office. Methuselah, 
the son of Enoch, took the office direct from his grand- 
father, Jared, the father of Enoch. Methuselah, in turn, 
outlived his son Lamech, and so passed the office direct 
to his grandson, Noah, the son of Lamech. Noah became 
the eighth preacher of righteousness, though the tenth in 
generation, because these two, Enoch and Lamech, never 
came into the office of righteousness. 

Those who do not know the facts, raise objections to the 
long lives recorded of these men. They contend that men 
never could live to the ages reached by these early patri- 
archs. They fail to take into consideration the fact that the 
very atmospheric conditions of the antediluvian world 
were such that fermentation and decay were greatly 
delayed. These conditions caused men to live to great 
ages as compared with the ages of men today. After the 
Deluge, the changing atmospheric conditions greatly ac- 
celerated the process of decay, and men’s ages began to 
shorten. Each generation following the Deluge found their 
lives shorter than those of the preceding generation, until 
three score and ten years became the span of life for man.

The Sons of God 


The Bible declares that in the days of Noah, the Sons of 
God married the daughters of men. Who were these Sons 
of God? The Bible very clearly states that there are per- 
sonalities apart from the human creation. A Satanic 
personality entered the Garden of Eden for the purpose 
of tempting man. So, also, in the days of Noah, the 
evidence clearly indicates that these Sons of God were 
other than the human race. 

The Book of Job tells of the Sons of God presenting 
themselves before the Lord, “and Satan came also among 
them” (Job. 1:6). The discussion here had to do with 
earthly matters. Satan accused man of serving God for 
what he received. God allowed Job to be tested. The test 
was watched by those assembled, with marked interest. 

It is also declared in the Bible that when the earth was 
created, eons of years ago, when the morning stars sang 
together, that the Sons of God shouted for joy (Job 38: 7). 

It is stated in the book of Enoch that the angels, the 
children of Heaven, saw the daughters of men, that they 
were fair, and married whomsoever they pleased. It is 
stated also, that in the days of Jared, two hundred of the 
angels descended for this purpose. The name of Jared 
means to descend. ‘The children of these forbidden unions 
were great giants. This is the origin of the stories of giants 
that have come down to us in the folklore of the race. 

Peter speaks of this corrupt condition that existed in the 
days of Noah: “God spared not the angels that sinned” 
(II Peter 2: 4-5). Jude also refers to this time when he 
speaks of “‘the angels which kept not their first estate, but 
left their own habitation” (Jude 6). 

The Bible refers to such a corruption at this time. The 
book of Enoch speaks of the secrets, powers and practices 
learned by men taught of angels, which resulted in great 
violence and sin. 

Whether or not men will believe it, the Bible teaches 
that demons exist. It declares they are disembodied spirits. 
The evidence points to the fact that they are the spirits of 
those antediluvians whose mothers were mortal and whose 
fathers were immortal, and whose bodies were destroyed 
in the days of Noah. If this be true it clearly accounts for 
the restlessness of these disembodied spirits. 

Through the preachers of righteousness, God’s spirit 
strove with men. Sin and corruption had now come to full 
maturity. God’s spirit ceased to strive with men because 
of violence and sin. God now purposed to destroy man 
from the earth and cleanse the world of evil. 


Among the Nations? 


AN argument of certain critics of the Anglo-Saxon-Israel 
identity is that Britain does not fulfill the following proph- 
ecy: “Lo, the people shall dwell alone, and shall not be 
reckoned among the nations.” (Num. 23: 9.) 

Britain, insist the critics, is reckoned among the nations 
and her lot will be the lot of a Gentile nation. Unfortu- 
nately for the critics, however, the Gentile peoples them- 
selves disagree with this. 

Recently I was talking with a French-Canadian concern- 
ing Europe. As soon as I mentioned the British Isles, I 
was interrupted. “‘When I speak of Europe,” said he, “I 
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consider it is taken for granted that I speak of Continental 
Europe.” And he added: “*The British Isles are something 
altogether different. The British people are alone, dis- 
tinctly set apart from the rest of Europe.” 

This statement, needless to say, was not spoken as a 
compliment. This Gentile was merely giving his honest 
opinion — and doubtless this is the opinion of Gentiles 
in general. Yet the critics in our midst are evidently 
ignorant of this fact, and so go on with the same old 
cry: “Britain is.reckoned among the nations.”
